COMMENDING ASTRONAUT JOE HENRY ENGLE, 
COLONEL, UNITED STATES AIR FORCE. 
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WHEREAS, United States Air Force Colonel, Joe Henry Engle, was 
selected as an astronaut with the National Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration program in 1966, a distinct honor accorded a very select group of 
courageous American patriots who have become heroes to a proud and grate- 
ful nation; and 


WHEREAS, a native of Kansas and a 1955 graduate of the University of 
Kansas, Colonel Engle was selected for the experimental X-15 rocket plane 
program in 1963 and, following a total of 16 flights, reaching an altitude of 
more than 280,000 feet, became qualified as an astronaut; and 


WHEREAS, he has performed as a backup lunar module pilot for Apollo 
14, as a commander on one of the two crews to fly shuttle approach and 
landing tests, and was the backup commander for the first shuttle orbital 
flight test of the Columbia; and 


WHEREAS, on November 12, 1981, Colonel Joe Engle, as commander, 
was aboard the Columbia space shuttle for the historic second flight of a 
vehicle into space, successfully completing a mission which thrust our nation 
to the forefront of space accomplishment and to world prominence; and 


WHEREAS, our triumphs in space exploration, and the courage of our 
astronauts, are indeed a source of great pride to all Americans, but most 
particularly to this body and to the citizens of Alabama who have long been 
personally involved through the contributions of our own Marshall Space 
Flight Center in Huntsville where the propulsion system of the shuttle 
Columbia was developed; now therefore,

TRULY, CAPTAIN, UNITED STATES NAVY. 
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WHEREAS, in 1965, at the age of 27, Navy Captain Richard Harrison 
Truly entered America’s space program as our nation’s youngest astronaut, a 
native Mississippian and a graduate of Georgia Institute of Technology who 
had served as a Navy fighter pilot aboard the carriers Intrepid and Enter- 
prise, and had been a participant in the Air Force Aerospace Pilot School; and 


WHEREAS, following assignment to the Manned Orbiting Laboratory 
project as an astronaut, he transferred to the NASA group in 1979, and 
served as a member of the astronaut support crew for Skylabs 2, 3 and 4, and 
for the Apollo-Soyuz Test Project as well; and 


WHEREAS, Captain Truly, in his current assignment to space shuttle 
development, has been a member of one of the two shuttle approach and 
landing test crews, served as backup pilot for the first shuttle orbital flight 
test, and as pilot for the recent second flight of the Columbia which was a 
milestone in history, marking the first time ever for a spaceship to make a 
second venture into space; and 


WHEREAS, November 12, 1981, launch date for the Columbia, also was 
a milestone in the life of Captain Truly as his 44th birthday and as the first 
time ever for a grandfather to journey into space; now therefore,

WHEREAS, in 1979, the Underwood-Petersville area of our State, in 
Lauderdale County, found itself with no fire protection whatsoever for its 
citizens; and

met together and formed the nucleus of a volunteer fire department that

WHEREAS, with no federal funds or other government aid, the 
Underwood-Petersville Fire Department was funded entirely through volun- 
tary donations and through money earned from numerous community- 
sponsored projects; and

more than $10,000 on its own through bake sales, sales of such items as quilts 
and other handmade articles; and

protection sprinkler systems or water spray systems; to require testing by the 
state fire marshal of the competency of an individual who is the owner, 
partner, officer, or ina management position of the fire protection sprinkler 
contractor; to prescribe fees for permits issued pursuant to this act; to provide 
for funds collected pursuant to this act to be deposited in the state fire 
marshal’s fund now authorized by section 24-5-10, Code of Alabama 1975; to 
prescribe civil penalties for violation of this act. 


H. 6. To require every railroad conductor and engineer who operates a 
train in this state to carry on his person a qualification permit while on duty 
in train service. 


H. 1. To require the Alabama Educational Television Commission to 
insure that only educational and nonpolitical factual programs are broad- 
casted and to set criminal penalties for violation. 


H. 16. To authorize the Highway Director to administer programs 
relative to public transportation in rural and urban areas, to perform public 
transportation planning, to provide technical assistance to local entities for 
formulating public transportation projects, to assure that public transporta- 
tion projects are in accordance with the comprehensive transportation plan- 
ning process, to expend State funds apportioned by the legislature from time 
to time for public transportation, to develop and promulgate rules and regu- 
lations pertaining to public transportation, and to administer public trans- 
portation programs enacted by the Legislature of Alabama with such flexibil- 
ity as is found to be in the public interest. 


H. 18. To amend Section 23-1-6, Code of Alabama 1975, which pro- 
vides for the highway department to regulate and control the placing of 
markers, signs, and advertising on the right-of-way of all state-controlled 
highways; to prohibit the placing of any commercial sign, display, device, 
notice, figure, painting, drawing, message, placard, poster, billboard, or 
other thing which is designed, intended, or used to advertise on the right-of- 
way of any road, highway, or bridge which is a part of the state highway 
system whether title to said right-of-way be vested in the State of Alabama in 
fee, by easement, adverse possession, prescription or by any other means in 
which title may vest; provide notice to owners and for removal of said signs 
and penalty for the violation of any provision of this act, and to repeal any and 
all laws that conflict with any provision of this act. 


To validate, in certain cases, port authorities attempted to be 
incorporated under the provisions of Act No. 80-647 adopted at the 1980 
Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama (Sections 11-94-1 et seq. of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended) and invalid because of any irregularity 
in the procedure for incorporation. 


H. 133. To amend Section 21-7-4, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
the right of blind persons to be accompanied by a guide dog, so as to extend 
said right to persons using a hearing dog. 


H. 42. To amend Section 9-17-64, Code of Alabama 1975, which pro- 
vides for pooling or unitization agreements or amendments to leases to 
provide for pooling or unitization agreements, so as to provide for further 
amendments.

H. 47. Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama relat- 
ing to the compensation of the probate judge of Winston County.

To make comprehensive changes in, and additions to, the 
benefits available to public employees and relating to the Teachers Retire- 
ment System of Alabama (“TRS”), Employees Retirement System of Ala- 
bama (“ERS”), and Judicial Retirement Fund of Alabama (“JRF”); to pre- 
scribe the rates of member contributions and benefit accruals under the 
“ERS”, “TRS” and “JRF” in respect of persons who become members of each 
said retirement system or fund, on or after October 1, 1982, and prior to 
October 1, 1982, respectively; to provide that persons who become members of 
“ERS” or “TRS” prior to October 1, 1982, may irrevocably elect to contribute 
and receive benefit accruals on the same basis as persons who become mem- 
bers on or after October 1, 1982. 


To provide for a new fund to be administered by “ERS” out of which an 
allowance can be paid to “temporarily disabled” state employees who are not 
eligible for disability retirement, to provide for the amount of such allowance; 
its funding, the administration of the fund, and the rule making authority of 
its governing board; 


To provide for a new fund out of which an enhanced death benefit may be 
paid to regular state employees who die in service under certain circum- 
stances; to provide for the amount of said death benefit, the administration 
and funding of the benefit, the rule making authority of the fund’s governing 
board; and to amend Section 36-27-16 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, relating to death allowances under the Employees’ Retirement 
System of Alabama; 


To provide that the State will contribute to only one retirement plan for 
teachers and provides for an optional retirement program where certain 
teachers may elect to participate in TIAA-CREF or other similar tax shel- 
tered annuity program in lieu of participation in the Teachers’ Retirement 
System of Alabama. 


To provide for a procedure whereby if the appropriations contained in the 
General Appropriations Budget Act and Alabama Special Educational Trust 
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Fund Budget Act for the fiscal year commencing October 1, 1982, are deter- 
mined to be in excess of that required for proper funding of the “ERS”, “TRS” 
or “JRF” then, in that event to reduce such appropriations respectively by 
such excess; and to re-appropriate such excess to the General Fund in the 
State Treasury so asto make such excess available to satisfy other appropria- 
tions therefrom; provided, however, that any excess funds from the “ASETF”, 
or other constitutionally dedicated trust funds shall return to the funds from 
which appropriated originally.

H. 191. To amend Section 40-17-162, Code of Alabama, 1975, relating 
to the use of liquefied petroleum gas and natural gas in certain motor vehicles 
so as to provide that the proceeds of the annual flat fee on motor vehicles 
levied under Section 40-17-160, Code of Alabama, as amended, shall be 
distributed to the state and local governments and such proceeds shall be 
used for highway purposes; such distribution shall be in the same proportion 
. the excise tax levied on gasoline under Section 40-17-220, Code of Ala- 

ama, 1975.

H. 192. To provide that members of the national guard while on 
emergency state active duty and while actually performing a mission in

constitute a state crime to violate Title 47, Section 605 of the United States 
Code, which relates to unauthorized publication or use of certain wire or 
ae communications; to prescribe the penalty for violation of the provisions 
of this act. 


(With Amendment): To amend Sections 28-3A-11, 28-3A-12 
and 28-3A-13, Code of Alabama, 1975, as amended, so as to require the 
consent of the governing authority of the municipality for the sale of liquor if 
in the police jurisdiction by certain licensees; to provide an effective date.

To amend Section 28-3A-11, Code of Alabama 1975, so as to 
require lounge retail licensees to obtain the consent of the municipality if the 
licensed premises are located within the police jurisdiction thereof, to restrict 
sales from such licensees to on-premises consumption; to create a retail 
package store category and to provide for licenses to such retail package 
stores and to require the consent of the governing body of the municipality if 
the premises, to be licensed, are located within the municipality or the police 
jurisdiction thereof, and to restrict sales from such licensees to off-premises 
consumption only; to amend Section 28-3A-21 by providing an annual license 
of retail package store licensees; to provide for an effective date.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide an increase in the state compensation payable to certain 
personnel in public education and state employees for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1983. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Legislative intent. It is the intent of the legislature to pro- 
vide a 16% salary increase in the state salary allotment paid to the education 
personnel and 14% salary increase paid to state employees enumerated in 
Section 2 of this act. Such increase is intended to be based exclusively on the 
base state salary allotment paid to such personnel during fiscal year 1981-82. 
Such amount as may be necessary to pay all employees in the public schools 
covered in Section 2 of this act the increased salaries provided herein are 
hereby appropriated for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1982, from the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund in the state treasury, or if there is 
not sufficient money in such funds, then from the general fund, or any other 
fund in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated. Such amounts as may 
be necessary to pay state employees the increased salaries provided herein 
are hereby appropriated for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1982, from 
such funds as the salaries of the several state employees are paid, or if there is 
not sufficient money in such funds, then from the general fund, the special 
educational trust fund, or any other fund in the state treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. 


Section 2. The state budget officer shall allocate to the state board of 
education for disbursement to the local school systems the funds necessary to 
grant a 16% increase in the amount of the base state salary allotment paid to 
the below named education personnel; allocation shall be based on the follow- 
ing: 


(a) State base salary allotment payable during the 1981-82 fiscal year 
for teacher units funded from the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund 
for all elementary-secondary programs (including vocational) and certified 
academic and vocational instructors in the Department of Youth Services. 


(b) State allotments payable during the 1981-82 fiscal year to full-time 
lunchroom workers, bus drivers, and all other support personnel in the 
elementary-secondary systems. 


All full-time support personnel shall be authorized a full 16% salary 
increase to be distributed by the state board of education. 


(c) Beginning with the first payday on October 1, 1982 and payable in 
twenty-seven equal installments beginning on the first payday on October 1, 
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1982, all state employees who are listed in the classified and unclassified 
service of the state as defined in Section 36-26-10, Code of Alabama 1975, and 
all other state employees and all hourly employees of the state, and all 
legislative personnel, officers and employees, including but not limited to 
Legislative Reference Service personnel, whether subject to the state merit 
system or not, and all circuit clerks and registers and state judges, except as 
herein provided, and all employees of the county health department who are 
employed subject to the state merit system and whose compensation is paid 
out of a budget provided and agreed upon by the state, county, or other 
contributing agency under the direction of the state board of health shall 
receive a 14% salary increase. Any cost-of-living increase granted under the 
provisions of this act shall in no way apply to any local supplement provided 
to any judges or any other employee of this state. All such increases shall be 
in addition to the salary received by such employees. The provisions of this 
act shall not apply to any merit system employee or hourly employee whose 
service or rates of pay are covered by any labor agreement or contract, nor 
shall this act apply to state judges whose salaries are payable from the state

Provided: however, that the total 
cost of said salary increase shall not exceed the increase in state 
appropriations for the 1982-83 fiscal year over and above the state 
appropriations for the 1981-82 fiscal year for either the junior, community, or 
technical colleges. It is also provided that the percentage increase shall be the 
same for employees at the junior, community, and technical colleges. 


(b) It is the intent of the legislature that the total increase in the state 
appropriations for the 1982-83 fiscal year over and above the state 
appropriations for the 1981-82 fiscal year to the Alabama Institute for the 
Deaf and Blind be used to grant salary increases to full-time personnel 
employed at said institution. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act 
is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 6. This act shall become effective October 1, 1982.

It is the intent of the legislature to pro- 
vide a 16% salary increase in the salary paid to the education personnel and 
on the basis enumerated in Section 2 (a) and (b) and Section 3 of this act; and 
14% salary increase paid to state employees enumerated in Section 2 (c) of 
this act. Such amount as may be necessary to pay all employees in the public 
schools covered in Section 2 (a) and (b) and Section 3 of this act the increased 
salaries provided herein are hereby appropriated for the fiscal year begin- 
ning October 1, 1982, from the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund in 
the state treasury. Such amounts as may be necessary to pay state employees 
the increased salaries provided herein are hereby appropriated for the fiscal 
year beginning October 1, 1982, from such funds as the salaries of the several 
state employees are paid, or from the general fund. 
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Section 2. The state budget officer shall allocate to the state board of 
education for disbursement to the local school systems the funds necessary to 
grant a 16% increase in the amount of salary paid to the below named 
education personnel; allocation shall be based on the following: 


(a) State base salary allotment payable during the 1981-82 fiscal year 
for teacher units funded from the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund 
for all elementary-secondary programs (including vocational) and certified 
academic and vocational instructors in the Department of Youth Services. 


(b) Salaries payable during the 1981-82 fiscal year to full-time 
lunchroom vorkers, bus drivers, and all other support personnel in the 
elementary-secondary systems. 


All full-time support personnel shall be authorized a full 16% salary 
increase to be distributed by the state board of education. 


(c) Beginning with the first payday on October 1, 1982 and payable in 
twenty-seven equal installments beginning on the first payday on October 1, 
1982, all state employees who are listed in the classified service of the state as 
defined in Section 36-26-10, Code of Alabama 1975, shall receive a 14% 
salary increase. All such increases shall be in addition to the salary received 
by such employees. 


Section 3. (a) Itis the intent of the legislature that the state board of 
education grant a salary increase to full-time personnel employed at the 
junior, community, and technical colleges. Provided, however, that the total 
cost of said salary increase shall not exceed the increase in state appropria- 
tions for the 1982-83 fiscal year over and above the state appropriations for 
the 1981-82 fiscal year for either the junior, community, or technical colleges. 
It is also provided that the percentage increase shall be the same for all 
employees at the junior, community, and technical colleges. 


(b) Itis the intent of the legislature that the total increase in the state 
appropriations for the 1982-83 fiscal year over and above the state appropria- 
tions for the 1981-82 fiscal year over and above the state appropriations for 
the 1981-82 fiscal year to the Alabama Institute for the Deaf and Blind be 
used to grant a 16% salary increase to full-time personnel employed at said 
institution. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act 
is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 6. This act shall become effective October 1, 1982.

; and to provide supplemental compensation for members of the Teacher’ 
Retirement System of Alabama and the Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama and make the supplemental appropriations therefor. 
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On page 3 in line 3, add the following: 


It is the intent of the legislature to make supplemental appropriations 
herein to the Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama and to the Employees’ 
Retirement System of Alabama, respectively, for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1983, for the purpose of providing a cost-of-living increase to 
certain retirants. 


On page 4 add new Sections 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 as follows: 


Section 4. There is hereby provided commencing October 1, 1982, to any 
person retired prior to October 1, 1981, under the Teachers’ Retirement 
System of Alabama and who is receiving a retirement allowance therefrom 
an additional cost-of-living increase of $2 per month for each year of 
creditable service attained by said member. 


Section 5. There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund to the Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama the 
additional sum of approximately $12,298.606 or as much as is necessary to 
carry out the provisions relating to the cost-of-living increase to retirants, for 
the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1982, and for each fiscal year thereafter 
in which the legislature continues to authorize the said cost-of-living benefits 
herein provided. Subsequent appropriations shall be reduced to only the 
amount necessary to fund the benefit increases herein. 


Section 6. There is hereby provided, commencing October 1, 1982, to 
any person retired prior to October 1, 1981, under the Employees’ Retirement 
System of Alabama and who is receiving a retirement. allowance therefrom, a 
cost-of-living increase in his maximum retirement allowance as follows: 


A. Ifsuch person retired prior to October 1, 1965, a 15% increase in his 
maximum retirement allowance, provided that he shall receive an increase of 
not less than $30 nor more than $65 per month, and that such amount shall be 
reduced (but not below $30) for each person with less than 30 years of 
creditable service by 2% of the amount for each year the individual’s 
creditable service is less than 30 years; and, provided further, that if such 
person retired under the provisions of Section 36-27-6, Code of Alabama 
dete Re shall receive an increase of not less than $15, nor more than $40, per 
month. 


B. If such person retired on or after October 1, 1965, but prior to 
October 1, 1975, a 12% increase in his maximum retirement allowance, 
provided that he shall receive an increase of not less than $25 nor more than 
$55 per month, and that such amount shall be reduced (but not below $25) for 
each person with less than 30 years of creditable service by 2% of the amount 
for each year the individual's creditable service is less than 30 years; and 
provided further that, if such person retired under the provisions of Section 
36-27-6, Code of Alabama 1975, he shall receive an increase of not less than 
$10, nor more than $30, per month. 


C. If such person retired on or after October 1, 1975, but prior to 
October 1, 1981, a 7% increase in his maximum retirement, provided that he 
shall receive an increase of not less than $20, nor more than $45, per month, 
and that such amount shall be reduced (but not below $20) for each person 
with less than 30 years of creditable service by 2% of the amount for each year 
the individual’s creditable service is less than 30 years; and provided further 
that, if such person retired under the provisions of Section 36-27-6, Code of 
Alabama 1975, he shall receive an increase of not less than $10, nor more 
than $20, per month. 
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D. Any person retired under the Judicial Retirement Fund of Alabama 
as provided for in Title 12, Chapter 18, Code of Alabama 1975, shall not be 
deemed a retiree of the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama for 
purposes of this act and shall not be entitled to receive the cost-of-living 
increase provided. 


E. (1) To the extent that the provisions of this act apply to the 
Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, there is hereby appropriated 
from the funds from which salaries are paid the amount sufficient to carry out 
the provisions of Section 6 of this act for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 
1982, and for each fiscal year thereafter in which the legislature of Alabama 
continues to authorize the benefits herein provided. In the case of those 
departments supported wholly be transfers from other state funds, there is 
hereby appropriated from the supporting funds such additional amounts as 
may be necessary to pay the employer contribution of each department so 
supported in the same proportion as the other state funds contribute to the 
support and maintenance of such departments, for the fiscal year beginning 
October 1, 1982, and for each fiscal year thereafter in which the Legislature 
of Alabama continues to authorize the benefits herein provided. 


(2) The board of control of the Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama shall determine annually the amount required to pay the cost of the 
increased allowances under Section 6 of this Act and shal! notify in advance 
the state budget officer and the chief fiscal officer of each employer the per 
centum rates of earnable compensation of the members required to be paid to 
the retirement system. Each employer of members of the Employees’ 
Retirement System of Alabama shall pay on account of the increases 
provided in Section 6 of this Act in the same manner and from the same 
source of funds as is provided in Section 36-27-24 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, it being the intent of the Legislature that the cost of providing the 
increases in Section 6 of this Act shall be distributed from all funds in 
proportion to the salaries paid therefrom for active members. 


F. Subsequent appropriations shall be reduced to only the amount 
necessary to fund the benefit increases herein provided in this act. 


G. No person whose retirement under the Employees’ Retirement 
System is based on 51% or more service as an employee of an employer 
participating under Sections 36-27-6, Code of Alabama 1975, shall be 
entitled to the benefits of Section 6 of this Act, unless such employer elects to 
come under the provisions of this section. Any employer participating under 
Section 36-27-6 may elect to come under the provisions of this section at the 
beginning of any future fiscal year and said employer shall not be required to 
pay cost-of-living increase retroactively. 


Section 7. Any person who receives benefits under the Medicaid 
program and whose eligibility for such benefits would be impaired by the 
cost-of-living increase provided in this Act shall not be entitled to receive said 
increase. If any person subsequently applied for benefits under the Medicaid 
program and such persons’s eligibility to receive Medicaid benefits shall be 
impaired by the cost-of-living increase provided in this Act, then such person 
shall not be entitled to receive said increase subsequent to the date the 
member files application for benefits under the Medicaid program. 


Section 8. The provisions of this Act are supplemental. It shall be 
construed in pari materia with other laws regulating and providing for the 
payment of retirement benefits to retired members of the Employees’ 
Retirement System of Alabama; however, those laws or parts of law which 
are in conflict or inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed.

each person with less than 30 years of creditable service by 5% of the amount 
for each year the individual’s creditable service is less than 30 years; and 
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provided further that, if such person retired under the provisions of Section 
36-27-6, Code of Alabama 1975, he shall receive an increase of not less than 
$10, nor more than $30, per month. 


C. If such person retired on or after October 1, 1975, but prior to 
October 1, 1981, a 7% increase in his maximum retirement, provided that he 
shall receive an increase of not less than $20, nor more than $45, per month, 
and that such amount shall be reduced (but not below $20) for each person 
with less than 30 years of creditable service by 5% of the amount for each year 
the individual’s creditable service is less than 30 years; and provided further 
that, if such person retired under the provisions of Section 36-27-6, Code of 
Alabama 1975, he shall receive an increase of not less than $10, nor more 
than $20, per month. 


D. Any person retired under the Judicial Retirement Fund of Alabama 
as provided for in Title 12, Chapter 18, Code of Alabama 1975, shall not be 
deemed a retiree of the Employees’ Retirement System in Alabama for 
purposes of this act and shall not be entitled to receive the cost-of-living 
increase provided. 


E. (1) To the extent that the provisions of this act apply to the 
Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, there is hereby appropriated 
from the funds from which salaries are paid the amount sufficient to carry out 
the provisions of Section 6 of this act for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 
1982, and for each fiscal year thereafter in which the legislature of Alabama 
continues to authorize the benefits herein provided. In the case of those 
departments supported wholley by transfers from other state funds, there is 
hereby appropriated from the supporting funds such additional amounts as 
may be necessary to pay the employer contribution of each department so 
supported in the same proportion as the other state funds contribute to the 
support and maintenance of such departments, for the fiscal year beginning 
October 1, 1982, and for each fiscal year thereafter in which the Legislature 
of Alabama continues to authorize the benefits herein provided.

BEIT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, That we do respectfully request the Honor- 
able Chief Justice and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court, or a majority 
of them, to give this body their written opinions of the following important 
constitutional questions and propositions which have arisen concerning the 
constitutional requirements of Sections 63 and 64, Section 41-20-10 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, and legislation pending pertaining to the require- 
ments thereunder and Act No. 81-953, H. 38 of the First Special Session, 
1981, all relating to the proper legislative procedure and the passage of bills. 
Copies of the aforementioned Section 41-20-10 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
and the said Act are attached to this resolution and made a part hereof by 
reference. The House of Representatives is confronted by the following con- 
stitutional dilema and presently is adhering to the requirements of Act No. 
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81-953, H. 38, First Special Session 1981, which provides, in part, that the 
legislature shall consider the bills for major appropriations with the proviso 
that “by vote of either house of not less than three-fifths of the members 
elected to that house, of a resolution declaring that the provisions of this 
paragraph (C) shall not be applicable in that house to a particular bill, which 
shall be specified in said resolution by number and title, the bill so specified 
may proceed to final passage therein.” The said Act No. 81-953, Supra, 
contained a repealer of conflicting laws. 


The tenth legislative day is February 11, 1982, and Section 41-20-10(a), 
Code of Alabama 1975, provides: 


“§ 41-20-10. 


“(a) On the tenth legislative day of the regular session, one hour after the 
convening of the house of which the chairman of the select joint committee of 
the sunset committee is a member, voting in that house on sunset bills not 
previously considered during this regular session shall commence and there- 
after continue as the first order of business, from day to day, until voting on 
all the bills with respect to each enumerated or nonenumerated agency is 
completed.” 


1. Do the requirements of Act No. 81-953, H. 38, First Special Session 
1981, for three-fifths vote, to proceed with consideration of other legislative 
matters contravene Section 63 of the Constitution of Alabama 1901, which 
requires a vote by only the majority? 


2. Do the requirements of Act No. 81-958, H. 38, First Special Session 
1981, for three-fifths vote, to proceed with consideration of other matters 
contravene Section 64 of the Constitution of Alabama 1901, which requires a 
vote by only the majority? 


3. Do the requirements of Act No. 81-953, H. 38, First Special Session 
1981, supersede and relieve the legislature of the mandates of Section 41- 
20-10(a) of the Code of Alabama 1975? 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That the Clerk of the House is hereby directed 
to send sufficient copies of the said Act No. 81-953, H. 38, First Special 
Session 1981, and Section 41-20-10(a), Code of Alabama 1975, to the Clerk of 
the Supreme Court of Alabama and to transmit this request to the Justices of 
the Supreme Court forthwith upon adoption of this Resolution.

ments mandated upon receipt of program funding, as well as procedures for 
terminating funds. The Office of Victim/Witness Services is authorized to 
utilize funding from this act for administration of this program, to formulate 
and conduct necessary research on the impact of criminal victimization upon 
the citizens of Alabama; to carry out program evaluations to assure adequate 
performance; to conduct educational programs designed to improve public 
awareness of crime and its negative impact upon the quality of life in Ala- 
bama; to coordinate services for victims in Alabama; and to serve as a 
clearinghouse for information relating to the problems of victims/witnesses 
and the services provided. Additionally, the office shall report annually to the 
legislature on the status of criminal victimization in Alabama, as well as the 
status of programs and services authorized under this act. This act also 
creates a structure for this program in the state government and enables a 15 
member advisory board to be appointed for this office. This act provides for 
ae aoe of Victim/Witness Services to obtain funding through the general 

und. 


Ways and Means. 
By Reps. Zoghby and Waggoner: 


H. 509. To authorize voluntary income tax check-off for support of the 
arts; to establish the Arts Development Fund from the net proceeds gener- 
ated from such contributions; to provide for the distribution of such funds to 
ceriain tax exempt organizations or associations which encourage the devel- 
opment of high quality and significant art and cultural activities or facilities;

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To provide that a fiscal note be attached to all general bills and resolu- 
tions creating, eliminating or affecting in any way, a state or local program, 
service or function and which thereby requires the expenditure of county 
funds or municipal funds; to establish certain requirements for said fiscal 
notes; and to establish certain requirements in relation to information 
needed by the Director of the Legislative Fiscal Office to fulfill duties and 
functions which are required of him under the provisions of this Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Every general bill or resolution creating, eliminating or 
affecting in any way, a state or local program, service, function or revenue 
source and which thereby requires the expenditure of county or municipal 
funds or thereby decreases or increases revenue collections by any county or 
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municipality shall, before any vote is taken thereon in the Senate or House of 
Representatives, have endorsed thereon or attached thereto an estimate 
made by the Director of the Legislative Fiscal Office of the amount of money 
involved therein, and the anticipated increase in county or municipal spend- 
ing or the decrease in county or municipal revenue collections under the 
provisions of the bill or resolution. In the event that insufficient data is 
available to formulate an estimate of the amount of money involved therein, 
the Director shall note such fact on such endorsement or attachment which 
shall constitute compliance herewith. 


Section 2. The fiscal note provided under this Act shall be endorsed on 
the bill or attached thereto, and shall be printed on the calendar of bills on 
third reading immediately following the title of the bill. Any bill or resolution 
on second reading not having a fiscal note affixed thereto shall be recommit- 
ted to the committee in the house to which it was referred upon introduction. 


Section 3. The Director of the Legislative Fiscal Office is authorized to 
secure information, data, estimates and statistics directly from the employ- 
ees and officials of the various departments, agencies, institutions, estab- 
lishments, boards and commissions of the county and municipal govern- 
ments of the State which is necessary for the Director to fulfill the duties and 
functions imposed upon him by this Act. Said employees and officials of all

(a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of this Act, “ASETF” shall mean 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 
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Section 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be paid

I am returning to you, the Body in which it originated, House Bill 
Number 368, without my signature and approval and with the following 
suggested Executive Amendment: 
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On page 1 at line 16, add the word “non-exclusive” before the first word 
on that line so that line 16 reads: “nonexclusive television cable system and to 
furnish television cable” 


On page 1 at line 18, strike the entire line and substitute therefor: 
“unincorporated areas of Etowah County not served by an existing cable 
television system or systems;” 


On page 1 at line 34, add the word “non-exclusive” before the first word 
on that line so that line 34 reads: “nonexclusive television cable system and to

tions and rules as the board deems necessary in order to protect the interests 
of the state and to increase the efficiency and promote the extension of public 
library service throughout the state. 


“(b) The Alabama Public Library Service, through its board, shall have 
the authority to make exceptions in their criteria for receiving state aid as 
they relate to educational requirements and hours of operation.” 


§ 41-8-7. 


“(a) The Alabama public library service shall each year obtain from all 
free public libraries in the State of Alabama reports showing the conditions, 
growth, development and conduct of said libraries.

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JOINT SESSION 


The hour of 11:00 o’clock a.m. having arrived, the Senate and the House 
of representatives of the Legislature of Alabama met in Joint Session in the 
Hall of the House of Representatives, in accordance with Senate Joint Reso- 
lution No. 64 heretofore adopted, for the purpose of hearing an address by 
Honorable Ronald E. Reagan, President of the United State of America. 


The Joint Session was called to order by Honorable George D. H. McMil- 
lan, Jr., Lieutenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate. 


The President thereupon delivered the following address to the Members 
and guests of the Legislature of Alabama. 


It sure feels good to be back in the heart of Dixie. A State that can produce 
giants like George Washington Carver, Helen Keller, Joe Louis, Bear 
Bryant, and Jim Allen teaches us a valuable lesson: The greatness of 
America, and the solutions to her problems begin here with your people—not 
in Washington, D. C. 


You know when you think of those ancestors who settled your State: they 
were willing to hitch up their wagons, venture across mountains, and some- 
times bet the house, farm and all the family on the outcome. They didn’t have 
much more than their hands, their heads, their hearts and their friends. And 
they pulled it off without an area redevelopment plan, a subsidy from HUD, 
or even a go-ahead from OSHA. 


They did it the same way that Bear Bryant won more games than any 
college coach; the same way that Alabama set a record last year attracting 
new industrial investment; the same way Jeremiah Denton endured an 
eternity inside hell. 


They did it the old-fashioned way—they earned it. Dreams, drive, cour- 
age, refusing to quit made the difference then—and they make the difference 
now. 


Alabama has a serious unemployment problem, but I’m sure you believe 
the future is yours to shape, not endure. The growth plan you are now 
implementing will pay tremendous dividends in the months and years ahead. 


Our administration can help and we pledge to be your partner. I have 
great respect for your Governor Fob James. And with Mayors we will work 
together and build for the future. Our commitment to strengthen our de- 
fenses, increase spending on NASA-related projects, complete the 
Tennessee-Tombigbee Waterway and move ahead with enterprise zones will 
add to the jobs you are creating. 


Then, too, there is something else—those values and principles I spoke of 
that are so strong here. Faith in God, patriotism, love of freedom, family, 
work, neighborhood—this is the heart and soul of America’s past and the 
promi ° a future. If we stand together and live up to these principles, we 
will not fail. 


Not too long ago, Senator Kennedy paid tribute to former Governor and 
Ambassador Averill Harriman, who’s in his nineties. Teddy Kennedy said 
that Ambassador Harriman’s age was only half as old as Ronald Reagan’s 
ideas. And you know, he’s absolutely right. The United States Constitution is 
almost 200 years old, and that’s where I get my ideas. Thomas Jefferson said, 
“I know no safe depository of the ultimate powers of the society but the people 
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themselves . . .” and that conviction is embodies in our tenth admendment— 
the Federal Government will do only those things called for in the Constitu- 
tion, and all others shall remain with the States or the people. 


Would you not agree that we have strayed much too far from that noble 
beginning. . . and that the whole idea of our revolution—personal freedom, 
equality of opportunity and keeping government close to the people—is 
threatened by a Federal spending machine that takes too much money from 
the people, too much authority from the States, and yes, too much liberty with 
our Constitution? 


According to polls, Americans, by more than 2-1, trust their State and 
local officials to administer programs more efficiently than the Federal 
Government. But those who have controlled our Government for nearly three 
decades have not listened. Prisoners of the past, they remain shackled to the 
myth that all wisdom, morality and compassion begin at both ends of Penn- 
sylvania Avenue. 


A few weeks back, a leader of the liberal old guard said he would resist 
returning the responsibilities and resources that belong to you. He claimed to 
know of a dozen States that would shirk their responsibilities. Just which 
States did not measure up to his standards, he would not say. But the 
meaning was clear. He and his colleagues don’t believe in you or trust you. 


But aren’t they the same folks who gave us a trillion dollar debt, double- 
digit inflation, and the highest interest rates in more than a century? The big 
spenders would have been right at home with Oscar Wilde. He’s the one who 
said that he knew of only one way to get rid to temptation—yield to it. 


Tam honored to be the first United States President to stand before you in 
this distinguished chamber. If I may, I’d like to use this historic occasion to 
male a request of all those who lack faith in the American people: Come to 
Alabama! 


Come to Alabama, and learn how a Governor and State legislature took a 
medicaid budget $34 million in the red, and put it in the black, while 
increasing services. 


Come to Alabama, and see how concern for education, and commitment 
to equal opportunity—including a “war on illiteracy’—consumes almost 
two-thirds of State spending, and ranks Alabama fifth in the Nation in 
spending on elementary and secondary education. 


Come and see how Alabama will take the nearly $450 million it received 
from leasing public lands and invest it in a super trust fund for the future and 
the nemeiple will not be touched. Then a general obligation bond issue is 
forthcoming to build roads, bridges, schools and prisons, eventually creating 
an estimated 100,000 jobs. 


I think I understand now what Jeremiah Denton meant when he said, 
“Mr. President, Alabama is the best kept secret in the world.” You are not 
frightened by the challenge of regaining control of your destiny, you are 
excited by it. You have come together to work together. 


Only two blocks from where I stand, a courageous American named 
Martin Luther King organized a struggle for racial equality that led to 
historic changes in our society. The sacrifice that he made brings tears of 
sorrow. But the good that he did brings tears of salvation. And now today, 
what you are doing here will push Alabama into the forefront of leadership as 
America approaches the 21st century, so I salute you. 
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You don’t need convincing that the Federal Government has, at great 
cost, been attempting to perform tasks that are not its proper function. The 
only people still defending this indefensible system are special interest 
groups and their protectors. 


The underlying purpose of our whole federalism initiative is to wrest 
control of government from the hands of special interests and return it to the 
American people it was always intended to represent and serve. 


I'm talking about average citizens here in Alabama and across the 
country who nowadays don’t know who to blame when government services 
go wrong—citizens who no longer control even the services closest to them, 
such as schools, libraries, police and fire protection and even pothole repair. 


Think about it. In today’s tangle of overlapping Federal agencies, de- 
partments and regulations, who really is accountable? Who can people take 
their troubles to? And if you do find a sympathetic listener, will it really do 
any good? If you have a problem with, say, the quality of instruction in your 
son or daughter’s grade school, who’s to blame? The teacher? The principal? 
The city superintendent? The State superintendent? The Governor? The 
courts? The Federal bureaucracy? The President? 


The answer today is: everybody and nobody—and that’s no way toruna 
government. 


We want to make government work again—to make it accountable to the 
people it serves. And the only way to do that is to return the appropriate 
resources and responsibilities to the people and their grassroots representa- 
tives. This means asking some basic questions about many areas in which the 
Federal Government, often with the best of intentions, has injected itself. The 
first question is, of course, should a particular function be the responsibility 
of government at all? Then, ifit is, isit best handled at the State or local level? 


The Federal Government should only do what the people cannot do for 
themselves, or through their locally-elected leaders. 


As one Governor put it recently: “... We can no longer afford—either 
fiscally or politically—to have every level of government involved in the 
delivery of the entire range of public services.” 


To put it another way, the buck should stop at the closest possible level of 
responsibility. It shouldn’t be automatically kicked upstairs to Washington. 
For every step up the cost of overhead is greater. 


I know that some have accused advocates of this new balance is Govern- 
ment of wanting to turn back the clock to the bad old days. They claim that 
the injustices of other generations will recur if Washington’s unelected reg- 
ulators and bureaucrats lose their stangle hold on Government. 


That simply isn’t true. Reapportionment and the Voting Rights Act have 
eradicated once and for all the most glaring inequities in State representa- 
tion. In fact, today, black Americans are better represented in State and local 
government than they are in the national Congress. 


David Broder of the Washington Post has said: “. . . the contrast between 
the stumbling of the National Government and the improving performance of 
State and local government is a largely unreported story. Individual States 
have moved out ahead of the Federal Government, justifying again their 
claim to be ‘laboratories of democracy.’ ” 
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As you probably know, our plan to restore the proper State-Federal 
balance has two major components. Starting in fiscal 1984, the Federal 
Government will assume ful] responsibility for the cost of the rapidly grow- 
ing medicaid program, in exchange for the States picking up aid to families 
with dependent children and food stamps. 


The other aspect of the plan is a turnback of responsibilities to the States 
for over 40 Federal programs in education, community development, trans- 
portation and social services—along with the resources to pay for them. In 
1984 the Federal Government will apply the full proceeds from certain excise 
taxes to a grassroots trust fund that will belong in fair shares to the States. By 
1988 the States will be in full control of these grant programs. 


Now we're not wedded to every detail of this proposal; we want a 
dialogue. But I’ve been very grateful to have Governor James’ strong support. 
And you'll be pleased to know that when the other Governors met with me in 
Woswneten recently, they were in broad agreement with what we’re trying 
to do. 


One thing we’re not trying to do is balance the Federal budget on the 
backs of the States. There will be no need for net tax increases on citizens at 
the local level. Also, our proposal will not cause needy Americans to migrate 
to States with high welfare benefits. People migrate for jobs—not a hand-out, 
but a hand-up. Low-income Americans want more opportunity, they need 
more opportunity, and if we work together we’ll make sure they get it. 


We will return government to the governed. And we will not retreat from 
our program to give this economy back to the people who pay our bills and 
yearn to save for their future again. 


Last year, we put together a bipartisan coalition, and for the first time in 
half a century we chartered a new course for the country. We're coming out of 
a long night of Government mismanagement and blundering, which caused 
this recession. Those who are unemployed are living a tragedy, and I want 
nothing more than to see them working again. But I am convinced the course 
we've embarked on offers the best hope, and I cannot accept the idea that a 
program which isjust beginning, and which, in fact, began after the recession 
was already underway, is somehow responsible for that recession. 


There will always be room for improvement in any budget or economic 
policy, but we must have a budget. Where further savings are to be found or a 
better way of meeting agreed-upon goals can be worked out, I pledge my full 
cooperation to the Members of Congress on both sides of the aisle and I want 
to hear from them. 


But I have little time for parade-walkers who march out to denounce the 
projected deficit on television, but then slip back behind closed doors to bust 
the budget in their committees. A propaganda campaign would have us 
believe we have high deficits because Americans are not taxes enough. Well, 
taxes doubled between 1976 and 1981, the deficits grew. Then, after pressure 
from the Congress last year, the first part of the tax cut was delayed and 
reduced so much that taxes rose again. This only aggravated the recession, 
causing more unemployment spending, and, a bigger deficit. 


Let me explain that. Our original plan called for a 10 percent reduction 
across the board in income taxes retroactive to January 1, 1981. We had to 
accept a compromise reducing that first cut to 5 percent not effective until 
October 1, 1981. Three months later there was an automatic increase in the 
Social Security tax which almost nullified that. 
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Americans today need strong backs and deep pockets to shoulder the 
highest tax burden in peacetime history. But Washington still wants more. 


We do not have big deficits because our people live too well and are not 
taxes enough; we have big deficits because Government lives too well and 
spends too much. 


Those big tax increases I just mentioned never balanced the budget 
because Federal spending tripled in the last decade alone. The more Congress 
taxes, the more it spent, and the more it went further and further into the red. 
In fact, Government spending increased faster than the growth of our eco- 
nomy and even faster than the paychecks of working people. 


The solution is as obvious as it is urgent: Reduce Government’s share of 
the GNP by slowing the growth of spending, and help the economy grow by 
rewarding Americans who produce, save and invest. 


This is what we have begun to do. We didn’t slash spending. We just cut, 
nearly in half, the inflationary increase in spending, which was climbing at 
the rate of 17 percent a year in 1980. We reduced the growth of new regula- 
tions by a third. And we enacted a strong program of tax incentives. Our 
critics charge it is too large but, as I’ve explained, it barefly offsets the 
built-in payroll tax increases that were adopted in 1977. 


Our tax program isjust beginning. Most of the benefits will go to average 
citizens in your hometowns. The 25-percent tax-rate reduction, indexing of 
tax rates to prevent bracket creep, and strong new incentives for retirement 
savings will provide major tax savings. Accelerated depreciation schedules 
for business, both big and small, will encourage the investment we need to 
make our products and workers more competitive. Productivity growth— 
producing more and better for less—is the basis for all real gains in wages and 
living standards. 


Most new jobs in America are created by small business, and most small 
businesses pay their taxes by personal rates, not the corporate rates. So the 
personal tax cut will create jobs; those who oppose it would only handcuff 
employers and further hurt the unemployed. We also address a special 
problem for farmers and family businesses. It’s not right that widows and 
children must lose what generations of love and toil created just to pay Uncle 
Sam. So the estate tax exemption will increase to $600,000 by 1987, and of 
even greater help, there will be no estate tax for a surviving spouse. 


Forgive me, but I’m not only proud of this tax program, I happen to 
believe it’s the best darn thing that’s been done for working and middle- 
income people in nearly 20 years. I’d like to say something here to Main 
Street America—to the millions who work so hard to support their families 
and keep our country together. but who sometimes feel like forgotten Ameri- 
cans. You know we hear a lot about compassion—who has it and who hasn't. I 
believe that a safety net is essential for people who cannot help themselves, I 
believe that most of us have real compassion for such people. 


But, how about compassion for those Americans who sit around the table 
at night, trying to figure out how to pay their own bills, keep the kids in school 
and keep up with higher inflation and higher taxes year after year. I realize 
that our cure for the mess we inherited is not always easy, or popular, or 
painless. But I must say this: It’s an honest cure, not a quick fix; it’s the only 
way we'll produce a lasting recovery without a new burst of inflation. 
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We've brought inflation down dramatically. Last year’s drop in inflation 
meant that a family of four here in Alabama around the $20,000 level of 
earnings had $626 more in purchasing power than if inflation had not come 
down. We must continue to reduce inflation until it is eliminated and that 
means getting Federal spending under control permanently. To the members 
of the business and financial community let me say: I have a weapon of my 
own, the Presidential veto, and I will not hesitate to use it. 


Lower inflation has pushed interest rates down, and will push them 
down more. But we must also replenish the savings pool by encouraging 
people to take full advantage of our tax incentives. 


There is one other obligation that all of us as citizens must face up to if we 
are to preserve our freedom. We must restore the security of America. With- 
out that security, survival itself is in doubt. I want to thank the people of 
Alabama for the tremendous contributions you make to our volunteer forces. 


The bulk of our defense build-up is for manpower, maintenance and 
readiness. I know that some would have us get at the deficit by reducing 
defense spending. ’'m sure some savings can be made in any Government 
program just by improved efficiency, and we have a plan to do that but not by 
eliminating weapons systems—planes, tanks, missiles etc. If we cancelled 
outright all those weapons, we'd only reduce next year’s budget $6.5 billion 
and we would also send a dangerous signal to the world that we were 
unilaterally disarming. 


It wasn’t long ago that we had fighter planes that couldn’t fly for lack of 
spare parts, Navy ships that couldn’t leave port, a rapid deployment force 
that was neither rapid, nor deployable, nor much ofa force. For the sake of our 
children and their children, I consider it my duty as President, and all of our 
duties as citizens, to make sure America is strong enough to remain free and 
at peace. 


Standing up for America also means standing up for the God who has so 
blessed our land. I believe this country hungers for a spiritual revival. I 
believe it longs to see traditional values reflected in public policy again. To 
those who cite the first amendment to exclude God from more and more of our 
institutions and everyday life, may I say: The first amendment was not 
written to protect the people from religious values—it was written to protect 
those values from Government tyranny. 


Thank you for inviting me into your House today. You are the public 
servants who offer us the best hope for our future. America has given us so 
much, but now it is she who needs us. Will you answer her call? I believe in 
you. And I believe that, together, we can restore the faith of our people in 
their government, and that we will rebuild this blessed land. Then, when our 
work is done, we can say that we have fought the good fight; we have finished 
the race; we have kept the faith. And to our daldven and their children, we 
can say that we did all that could be done in this moment that was given us 
here on Earth. 


The Lieutenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate then an- 
nounced that the purpose of the Joint Session having been accomplished, the 
Senate would retire to its Chamber.

To exclude certain officers and persons of any authority or 
district, established pursuant to Sections 11-88-15 and 11-89-15, Code of 
Alabama 1975, relating to water, sewer, water disposal and fire protection 
authorities and districts, from liability for civil damages or in tort, arising 
out of certain of their actions or conduct, committed or omitted, in connection 
with the furnishing of fire protection service or the operation of any fire 
protection facility when operating certain equipment therefor; to specifically 
provide the provisions of this act do not abridge any other right to immunity 
any such person otherwise is entitled.

WHEREAS, the Railroad Retirement System was established by an Act 
of Congress in 1935 to provide retirement-survivor and unemployment- 
ace benefit programs for the nation’s railroad worker and their families;

WHEREAS, the Railroad Retirement System has been financed jointly 
with contributions from rail carriers and rail labor for more than forty-five 
years; and 


WHEREAS, the Railroad Retirement System has a present cash invest- 
ment worth $3,600,000,000 and more than 1,100,000 annuitants; yet is 
administered with only 1% of the revenues: and 


WHEREAS, the present organization, financial strength, and longevity 
of the Railroad Retirement System allows for the efficient distribution of both 
railroad program benefits and, since 1974, social security benefits, to eligible 
recipients; and 


WHEREAS, the abolition of the Railroad Retirement System or its 
absorption into the Social Security Program could conceivably jeopardize the 
continued distribution of benefits; 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING: 


Section 1. That the Legislature of Alabama urges the Congressional 
budget committees to reject any proposal contained in the 1983 federal 
budget which would abolish or reorganize the Railroad Retirement System.

(c) “Captial Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in the ac- 
quisition and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which have an 
appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year, and 
shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment of inter- 
est and principal on all bonded debt obligations of the State, and shall be 
expended only for such purposes. 


Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses of 
the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for other 
functions of government, for the principal and interest on the public debt, and 
for capital outlay for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1983, to be paid out 
of any monies hereinafter specified, from such other funds and accounts as 
may be designated, or so much thereof as may be necessary, and the total 
amount to be expended for the items for which the appropriation is herein 
made shall not exceed the amount provided therefor, except as provided in 
the Budget Management Act of 1976, Act No. 494, 1976 Regular Session. 
Provided, however, that if at the end of any fiscal year, a pay period which has

H. J. R. 229. MOURNING THE DEATH OF MR. CHARLES 
CRAYTON ADAMS, III, FORMER SPEAKER OF THE ALABAMA HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature grievously notes the death of Mr. 
Charles Crayton Adams, III, of Alexander City, Alabama, on March 8, 1982, 
at the age of 69 years; and

all taxation in the state; to exempt the Council from payment of certain 
charges to judges of probate; to exempt the Council from all laws of the state 
governing usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates; to exempt the 
Council from all laws of the state requiring competitive bids for contracts to 
be entered into by municipalities or public corporations; to provide for the 
disposition of the excess funds, if any, of the Council; to provide for the 
dissolution of the Council and the disposition of its property; and to repeal Act 
No. 425, H. 997, 1975 Regular Session. 


H. 695. Relating to Marion County; to establish a special fund in the 
county treasury to pay a bounty to any resident of Marion County on certain 
beaver trapped or killed in Marion County; to provide for the administration 
of said fund and bounty system; and to prescribe punishment for any person 
found guilty of falsely making claim for a bounty.

provide that such securities may be secured by a pledge of the revenues and 
receipts from which they are payable, by contracts binding any such Author- 
ity for the proper application of its revenues and receipts and of the proceeds 
of such securities, and by mortgages and deeds of trust and trust indentures 
on the property out of the revenues and receipts from which such securities 
are payable; to authorize the Authority to finance, construct, acquire, pur- 
chase, renovate, maintain, improve, sell, equip, operate or manage projects; 
to apply for and use government or private financial assistance; to contract to 
use facilities or services of the federal, state or local governments or allow 
them to use facilities or services of the Authority; to make loans to persons or 
entities for the costs of a project on such security and with such terms and 
conditions as the Authority deems appropriate; to provide for the employ- 
ment by any such Authority of such officers, employees, contractors, consul- 
tants and agents as its business may require; to provide for the taking out by 
any such Authority of various types of insurance; to require payments in lieu 
of taxes to be made to the Authority or the City; to receive the proceeds of 
municipal taxes levied for the Authority’s purposes; to promote revitalization 
of the Downtown Development Area and make plans and proposals therefor, 
to provide for the investment of funds of any such Authority; to provide for the 
use of the proceeds of any such securities issued by any such Authority; to 
provide for the refunding, by the issuance of such securities of any such 
Authority, of securities theretofore issued by it; to provide that such securi- 
ties issued and contracts entered into by any such Authority pursuant to this 
Act shall not constitute or create a debt of the state or of any county, 
municipality or political subdivision of the state; to make the securities 
issued by any such Authority eligible investments for various governmental 
bodies and fiduciaries; to provide that any such Authority may, in its discre- 
tion, publish a notice of the adoption of a resolution authorizing the issuance 
of bonds by such Authority, and to provide that any action or proceeding 
questioning the validity of such bonds, or any pledge, mortgage and deed of 
trust or trust indenture securing the same, or the proceedings authorizing 
the same, must be commenced within thirty (30) days after the first publica- 
tion of said notice; to exempt the income of any such Authority, and all 
conveyances, leases, mortgages and deeds of trust to which any such Author- 
ity is a party, from all taxation in the state except for state ad valorem taxes; 
to exempt every such Authority from all license and excise taxes imposed in 
respect of the privilege of engaging in any of the activities in which an 
Authority may engage, except for state sales and use taxes, and to exempt 
such Authority from payment of certain charges to Judges of Probate; to 
exempt every such Authority from all laws of the State governing usury or 
prescribing or limiting interest rates; to exempt every such Authority from 
all laws of the state requiring competitive bids for contracts to be entered into 
by municipalities or public corporations; to exempt every such Authority 
from the supervision and control of state agencies, in particular the State 
Department of Finance; to provide for the disposition of the earnings, if any, 
of any such Authority; to provide for the dissolution of any such Authority 
and the disposition of its property; to limit to one the number of such Au- 
thorities which may exist in any municipality at any one time; to give the 
Authority the power of eminent domain; and to authorize political subdivi- 
sions, agencies, instrumentalities and public corporations of the state to aid 
the Authority with loans or grants of money, the furnishing of services or the 
transfer of property to the Authority without any public election.

TO STUDY THE RECRUITMENT OF AMATUER ATHLETES. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a Joint 
Legislative Committee to study, review and examine the recruiting practices 
of high school athletes by all colleges, universities and junior colleges.

To amend Section 16-13-211 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
which relates to warrant anticipation notes isued by local beards of education 
and borrowing money in anticipation of the issuance of such warrants, so as 
to provide that notes issued by a board of education in anticipation of the 
issuance of warrants may bear such rate or rates of interest as the board of 
education issuing such notes may provide in the proceedings wherein the 
notes are authorized to be issued. 


Manley, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with substitute, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit:

church schools from state control and reporting requirements and to further 
provide for parental responsibility for attendance of each child. 


To withdraw from incorporated municipalities the power to 
enact an ordinance outlawing or taxing the possession or ownership of hand- 
guns.

respectively, to the extent the provisions thereof are not in conflict with the 
purposes and provisions of this act; to provide for the membership, term of 
office, conduct of affairs, per diem, expense allowances, powers, duties of the 
board and filling vacancies; to provide for a director for said department, 
appointed by the board, his responsibilities, powers and duties, and sets the 
manner of compensation and benefits of employment; to prescribe the author- 
ity and duties of the board and the department; to establish divisions of 
research and planning, economic development, administration, tourism, and 
industrial training; to provide for an executive committee and the member- 
ship therefor; to authorize the board to establish advisory councils; to pre- 
scribe the manner of handling confidential materials and information; and to 
repeal conflicting laws and executive orders.

To amend Section 37-3-4, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
exemptions to Public Service Commission regulations, so as to include cer- 
tain non-profit and/or government funded motor vehicles. 


H. 680. To amend Section 25-4-91, Code of Alabama, 1975, as last 
amended, relating to the Alabama Unemployment Compensation Act, so as 
to permit a claim to be reopened and redetermined within one year after the 
end of the benefit year if the original determination was based on false or 
misrepresented information; to provide for appeals therefrom; to delay 
charges to employer’s experience rating account resulting therefrom in cer- 
tain circumstances; to clarify certain duplications and ambiguities incorpo- 
rated in the last amendment and to provide for retroactive effect. 


H. 724. To amend Sections 36-26-2, 36-26-15 and 36-26-26 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975, which relates to the state merit system law, so as to provide 
for special consideration and preferences to certain veterans and their de-

To prohibit the use by any person of a high altitude decompres- 
sion chamber to kill any dog or cat and to prescribe penalties for violations. 


Rep. Cabaniss, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Insurance, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it was read a 
second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 288. To amend Section 27-7-11, Code of Alabama 1975, which pro- 
vides for the contents and conducting of licensing examinations for property, 
casualty and surety insurance representatives, so as to provide further for 
said examinations and to provide for an effective date. 


Rep. Dixon, Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on Education, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 71. To make further provisions for the exemptions of certain 
schools from the operation of Title 16, Chapter 46, Code of Alabama, 1975 by 
amending Section 16-43-3 (9), by making those schools outlined in that 
Section exempt. 


S. 73. To provide that all legal provisions and references to Teacher 
Institute may be fulfilled by having a teacher workday in the schools prior to 
the first student day of the school year.

(With Amendments): Relating to the Department of Youth 
Services; to designate the department as a special school district within the 
state; to designate a position of superintendent of education for the special 
district with the responsibility for administering the education programs of 
the Department of Youth Services in conjunction with its director; to provide 
for the qualifications and the filling of the superintendent’s position and 
providing for the duties and responsibilities for the superintendent; to pro- 
vide for a funding formula and policy for the district; to grandfather in and 
grant tenure to certain professional personnel of the Department of Youth 
Services under the teacher tenure law; to provide for an employment proce-

(With Substitute) (With Amendment): To establish and fix the 
salaries of the tax assessors, tax collectors, revenue commissioners, license 
commissioners or other persons charged with assessing and collecting ad 
valorem taxes in the various counties of this State; to abolish the fee system of 
compensation of such officials presently on a fee system; to provide for the 
method of payment of the salaries herein established; to provide for the 
personnel and other expenses necessary to the operation of such officials’ 
offices; to provide that employees of the officials herein converted from a fee

This make whole requirement shall include, but not be limited to, all capital 
expenditures, all loss of toll revenues, all expenses incurred in the study to 
determine the costs for providing this service, all costs of customer notice and 
all direct and indirect costs incurred in the provision of this service. 


Section 4. No rates for any subscribers, other than those for the sub- 
scribers in Walker County affected by this Act, shall be raised as a result of 
the implementation of this Act. 


Section 5. The Alabama Public Service Commission shall within 120 
days of the effective date of this Act conduct hearings to determine the new 
rates to be charged the Walker County subscribers affected by this Act. Upon 
determining the new rates made necessary by the provisions of this Act, the 
Alabama Public Service Commission shall give notice to the affected Walker 
County subscribers by publishing a weekly notice in the newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation in Walker County for four consecutive weeks. Within 60 days 
of the last such publication, the telephone companies serving the affected 
Walker County exchanges shall mail to each affected subscriber a ballot, 
detailing the old and proposed new rates for that subscriber, and stating that 
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said ballots shall be returned to the telephone companies within 30 days. On 
this ballot the subscriber may vote “yes” or “no” on the proposed new rates.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
legislative and judicial departments of the State, for other functions of gov- 
ernment for interest on the public debt, and for capital outlay for the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1983. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the named 
funds for the 1982-83 fiscal year to the state agency indicated, as the amounts 
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to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and are in lieu of all 
one appropriated for these purposes in other sections of the Alabama 
tatutes. 


For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures are 
listed by programmatic area and the total for all programs are shown by the 
source of funds. It is intended that only the named funds be appropriated to 
the agency concerned; and that the following definitions shall be applicable: 


(a) “Appropriation Total” shall mean the aggregate total of all fund 
sources. 


(b) “Program” shall mean specific governmental services required to 
achieve a specific objective. A program shall be directed to meeting the needs 
of an identified clientele, or group of recipients or beneficiaries. 


(c) “Capital Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in the ac- 
quisition and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which have an 
appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year, and 
shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment of inter- 
est and principal on all bonded debt obligations of the State, and shall be 
expended only for such purposes. 


Section2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses of the 
executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for other func- 
tions of government, for the principal and interest on the public debt, and for 
capital outlay for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1983, to be paid out of 
any monies hereinafter specified, from such other funds and accounts as may 
be designated, or so much thereof as may be necessary, and the total amount 
to be expended for the items for which the appropriation is herein made shall 
not exceed the amount provided therefor, except as provided in the Budget 
Management Act of 1976, Act No. 494, 1976 Regular Session. Provided, 
however, that if at the end of any fiscal year, a pay period which has been or 
may be established by the Legislature providing for the payment of salaries 
of, State Employees overlaps from one fiscal year into the next fiscal year, 
payment for the total pay period shall be made from the new fiscal year’s 
appropriations.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated, for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1983 and for 
the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of Section 2 of 
this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 6, inclusive. For the purpose 
specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are shown by 
programmatic area and the total for all programs are shown so as to include 
estimated sources of funds other than the appropriation made in subsection 
(a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of this Act, “ASETF” shall mean 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


SECTION 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be 
paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund and Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund 
Surplus, Special Mental Health Trust Fund, Alabama Board of Nursing 
Trust Fund, Alabama Peace Officers Standards and Training Fund, and 
Public School Fund Account and are hereby made for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1983 and

The State Superintendent of Education shall make re- 
quisition on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in 
accordance with the law and rules and regulations governing the expendi- 
ture or disbursement of any and all funds appropriated to the State Depart- 
ment of Education and/or the State Board of Education in this Act, where- 
upon the Comptroller shall issue his warrant therefor. All other appropria- 
tions in this Act shall be paid on request by the Comptroller in the manner 
now provided by law. 


SECTION 9. That nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or 
repeal any law authorizing or permitting any college, school or other educa- 
tion or eleemosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse any 
fees, tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which 
are now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse. The 
receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain separate ac- 
counts for such receipts or shall maintain a system of accounting which will 
show a cash flow of such receipts received under the provision of this approp- 
riation. 


SECTION 10. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, 
paragraph, sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act or all or any 
portion of any appropriation or appropriations herein made be held uncon- 
stitutional or invalid, such holding shall not affect any other section, para- 
graph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act or any other approp- 
riation or appropriations or portion thereof hereby made.

RESOLUTION 
The following resolution was introduced. 
By Reps. Penry and Harper (T): 


H. J. R. 282. URGING THE HONORABLE FOB JAMES AND 
COMMISSIONER JOHN McMILLAN TO CANCEL IMPLEMENTATION 
OF CERTAIN OPPRESSIVE RULES AND REGULATIONS RELATING 
Me Sade FISHING AND TO ALLOW INPUT BY CITIZENS AF- 

ECTED. 


WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature takes note that the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources has had under consideration for some 
tine rules and regulations which would be seriously detrimental to a large 
segment of our citizens in Mobile and Baldwin Counties; and 


WHEREAS, these rules and regulations are oppressive and deny to these 
citizens reasonable access to the property and waters of the state taxpayers in 
which setting seining, towing or possession and other uses of any type of gill 
and trammel nets for private citizens, commercial and hook and line fisher- 
men, in some instances, in fishing for finfish are prohibited in various waters 
of our state from April 1 to and including Labor Day, from December 1 to 
April 1, and in some areas the entire year; and 


WHEREAS, a member of the Alabama Legislature was denied a re- 
quested copy of those proposed rules and regulations on March 31, 1982, 
although it was widely reported in the printed and electronic media, and in 
the Mobile Press Register, even as late as March 24, 1982, that these oppres- 
sive rules and regulations would be imposed April 1, 1982; and 


WHEREAS, many citizens would be unreasonably and greatly damaged 
and deprived by the reported rules and regulations, and no opportunity has 
been afforded them of adequate notice or any testimony or input into their 
development; and 


WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature notes that the interests of all 
would best be served if implementation of these proposed rules and 
regulations—if not available even to a member of this body on the day prior 
to reported implementation—is postponed for reconsideration and input from 
those who would be so seriously damaged or deprived; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we are greatly distressed that 
one of our members, whose constituents are affected, cannot get a copy of 
proposed rules and regulations which would greatly damage or deprive them 
to reasonable access in finfish fishing and that adequate notice of implemen- 
tation was not given. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That The Honorable Fob James and 
Commissioner John McMillan are hereby urged to cancel any implementation 
of the reported proposed rules and regulations, causing severe restraint 
almost to the point of denial of these citizens’ reasonable access to finfish 
fishing, until they are given ample opportunity for input in the development 
of reasonable and fair rules and regulations and sufficient notice therefor. 
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RESOLVED FURTHER, that copies of this resolution be given by the 
Clerk of the House to The Honorable Fob James, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, and to The Honorable John McMillan, Commissioner of the De- 
partment of Conservation and Natural Resources. 


On motion of Rep. Penry, the rules were suspended and the resolution, 
H. J. R. 282, was adopted.

tive Waste Commission; and provides penalties for violations.

The question was then on the adoption of the substitute reported by the 
Standing Committee on Health, said committee substitute being as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the participation by the State of Alabama in the Southeast 
Interstate Low-Level Radioactive Waste Compact; to provide for the designa- 
tion of this state’s members on the Southeast Interstate Low-Level Radioac- 
tive Waste Commission; to provide for the acquisition of property and the 
operation of a treatment, storage or disposal site; to require a faithful perfor- 
mance bond in the amount of $2,000,000; to create a Radiation Safety Fund; 
to provide for the collection of fees; appropriates $25,000 from the general 
fund to the Southeastern Low-Level Radioactive Waste Commission; and 
provides penalties for violations. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Southeast Interstate Low-Level Radioactive Waste 
Compact is hereby enacted into law and entered into by the State of Alabama 
with any and all states legally joining therein in accordance with its terms, in 
the form substantially as follows: 


“SOUTHEAST INTERSTATE LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE 
COMPACT 


“Article I. Policy and Purpose 


“There is hereby created the Southeast Interstate Compact. The party 
states recognize and declare that each state is responsible for providing for 
the availability of capacity either within or outside the state for the disposal 
of low-level radioactive waste generated within its borders, except for waste 
generated as a result of defense activities of the federal government or federal 
research and development activities. They also recognize that the manage- 
ment of low-level radioactive waste is handled most efficiently on a regional 
basis. The party states further recognize that the Congress of the United 
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States, by enacting the Low-Level Radioactive Waste Policy Act (P.L. 96- 
573), has provided for and encouraged the development of low-level radioac- 
tive waste compacts as a tool for managing such waste. The party states 
recognize that the safe and efficient management of low-level radioactive 
waste generated within the region requires that sufficient capacity to man- 
age such waste be properly provided. 


It is the policy of the party states to: enter into a regional low-level 
radioactive waste management compact for the purpose of providing the 
instrument and framework for a cooperative effort, provide sufficient 
facilities for the proper management of low-level radioactive waste gener- 
ated in the region, promote the health and safety of the region, limit the 
number of facilities required to effectively and efficiently manage low-level 
radioactive waste generated in the region, encourage the reduction of the 
amounts of low-level waste peneratet in the region, distribute the costs, 
benefits and obligations of successful low-level radioactive waste manage- 
ment equitable among the party states, and ensure the ecological and eco- 
nomical management of low-level radioactive waste. 


Implicit in the Congressional consent to this compact is the expectation 
by the Congress and the party states that the appropriate federal agencies 
will actively assist the Compact Commission and the individual party states 
to this compact by: 


1. expenditious enforcement of federal rules, regulations and laws; and 


2. imposing sanctions against those found to be in violation of federal 
rules, regulations and laws; and 


3. timely inspection of their licensees to determine their capability to 
adhere to such rules, regulations and laws; and 


4. timely provision of technical assistance to this compact in carrying 
out their obligations under the Low-Level Radioactive Waste Policy Act as 
amended. 


“Article II. Definitions 


“As used in this compact, unless the context clearly requires a different 
construction: 


a. “low-level radioactive waste” or “waste” means radioactive waste not 
classified as high-level radioactive waste, transuranic waste, spent nuclear 
fuel or by-product material as defined in Section 11e.(2) ofthe Atomic Energy 
Act of 1954. 


b. “generator” means any person who produces or possesses low-level 
radioactive waste in the course of or as an incident to manufacturing, power 
generation, processing, medical diagnosis and treatment, research, or other 
industrial or commercial activity. This does not include persons who provide 
a service to generators by arranging for the collection, transportation, stor- 
age or disposal of wastes with respect to such waste generated outside the 
region. 


c. “host state” means any state in which a regional facility is situated or 
is being developed. 


d. “person” means any individual, corporation, business enterprise or 
other legal entity (either public or private). 
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e. “facility” means a parcel of land, together with the structures, equip- 
ment and improvements thereon or appurtenant thereto, which is used or is 
being developed for the treatment, storage or disposal of low-level radioactive 
waste. 


f. “regional facility” means a facility as defined in this section which has 
been designated, authorized, accepted or approved by the Commission to 
receive waste. 


g. “state” means a state of the United States, the District of Columbia, 
the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands or any other territorial 
possession of the United States. 


h. “party state’ means any state which is a signatory party to this 
compact. 


i. “region” means the collective party states. 


j. “waste management” means the storage, treatment or disposal of 
waste. 

k. “high-level waste” means irradiated reactor fuel liquid wastes from 
reprocessing irradiated reactor fuel and solids into which such liquid wastes 
have been converted. 


1. “transuranic wastes” means waste material containing transuranic 
elements with contamination levels greater than 10 nanocuries per gram of 
waste. 

m. “Commission” means the Southeast Interstate Low-Level Radioac- 
tive Waste Commission. 


“Article III. Rights and Obligations 


“The rights granted to the party states by this Compact are additional to 
the rights enjoyed by sovereign states, and nothing in this Compact shall be 
construed to infringe upon, limit or abridge those rights. 


a. Each party state shall have the right to have all wastes generated 
within its borders managed at regional facilities, and additionally shall have 
the right of access to facilities made available to the region through 
agreements entered into by the Commission pursuant to Article IV e. 9. The 
right of access by a generator within a party state to any regional facility is 
limited by its adherence to applicable state and federal law and regulation. 


b. Ifno regional facility is located within the borders of a party state and 
the wastes generated within its borders must therefore be managed at a 
regional facility in another party state, the party state without such facilities 
may be required by the host state(s) to provide compensation for such right of 
access according to terms and conditions established by the host state(s) and 
approved by a two-thirds vote of the Commission. 


c. Each party state shall establish the capability to regulate, license and 
ensure the maintenance and extended care of any facility within its borders. 
Host states are responsible for the continued availability, the subsequent 
post closure observation and maintenance, and the extended institutional 
control of their regional facilities. 


d. Each party state shall establish the capability to enforce any appli- 
cable federal or state laws and regulations pertaining to the packaging and 
transportation of waste generated within or passing through its borders. 


e. Each party state shall provide to the Commission on an annual basis, 
any data and information necessary to the implementation of the Commis- 
sion’s responsibilities. Each party state shall establish the capability 
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to obtain any data and information necessary to meet its obligations herein 
defined. 


f. Each party state shall, to the extent authorized by federal law, require 
generators within its borders to use the best available waste management 
technologies and practices to minimize the volumes of wastes requiring 
disposal. 


“Article IV. The Commission 


“a. There is hereby created the Southeast Interstate Low-Level 
Radioactive Waste Commission, hereinafter referred to as “the Commis- 
sion.” The Commission shall consist of two voting members from each party 
state to be appointed according to the laws of each state. The appointing 
authorities of each state shall notify the Commission in writing of the iden- 
tity of its members and any alternates. An alternate may act on behalf of the 
member only in his absence. 


b. Each Commission member shall be entitled to one vote. No action of 
the Commission shall be binding unless a majority of the total membership 
cast their vote in the affirmative. 


c. The Commission shall elect from among its members a presiding 
officer. The Commission shall adopt and publish, in convenient form, by-laws 
which are not inconsistent with this compact. 


d. The Commission shall meet at least once a year and shall also meet 
upon the call of the presiding officer, by petition of a majority of the part 
states, or upon the call of a host state. All meetings of the Commission shall 
be open to the public. 


e. The Commission shall have the following duties and powers: 


1. to receive and approve the application of a nonparty state to become 
an eligible state in accordance with Article VII b.; and, 


2. to receive and approve the application of an eligible state to become a 
party state in accordance with Article VII c.; and 


3. to submit an annual report and other communications to the gover- 
nors and to the presiding officer of each body of the legislature of the party 
states regarding the activities of the Commission; and 


4. to develop and use procedures for determining, consistent with con- 
siderations for public health and safety, the type and number of regional 
facilities which are presently necessary and which are projected to be neces- 
sary to manage waste generated within the region; and 


5. to provide the party states with reference guidelines for establishing 
the criteria and procedures for evaluating alternative locations for 
emergency or permanent regional facilities; and 


6. to develop and adopt procedures and criteria for identifying a party 
state as a host state for a regional facility as determined pursuant to the 
requirements of this Article. 


In developing criteria, the Commission shall consider the following: the 
health, safety, and welfare of the citizens of the party states; the existence of 
regional facilities within each party state; the minimization of waste trans- 
portation; the volumes and types of wastes generated within each party state; 
and the environmental, economic, and ecological impacts on the air, land and 
water resources of the party states.

The Commission shall conduct such hearings; require such reports, 
studies, evidence and testimony; and do what is required by its approved 
procedures in order to identify a party state as a host state for a needed 
regional facility; and 


7. in accordance with the procedures and criteria developed pursuant to 
Section e.6 of this Article, to designate, by a two-thirds vote, a host state for 
the establishment of a needed regional facility. The Commission shall not 
exercise this authority unless the party states have failed to voluntarily 
pursue the development of such facility. The Commission shall have the 
authority to revoke the membership of a party state that willfully creates 
barriers to the siting of a needed regional facility; and 


8. to require of and obtain from party states, eligible states seeking to 
become party states, and non-party states seeking to become eligible states, 
data and information necessary to the implementation of Commission re- 
sponsibilities; and 


9. notwithstanding any other provision of this compact, to enter into 
agreements with any person, state, or similar regional body or group of states 
for the importation of waste into the region and for the right of access to 
facilities outside the region for waste generated within the region. Such 
authorization to import requires a two-thirds majority vote of the Commis- 
sion, including an affirmative vote of both representatives of the host state in 
which any affected regional facility is located. This shall be done only after an 
assessment of the affected facilities’ capability to handle such wastes; and 


10. to appear on behalf of the party states, individually or collectively, 
as an intervenor or party in interest before any court of law, federal, state or 
local agency, board or commission that has jurisdiction over the management 
of wastes. Such authority to intervene or otherwise appear shal! be exercised 
only after a majority vote of the Commission. In order to represent its views, 
the Commission may arrange for any expert testimony, reports, evidence or 
other participation as it deems necessary; and 


11. to revoke the membership of a party state in accordance with Article 
VII f.; and 


12. to act on behalf of the party states as provided for in this compact. 


f. the Commission may establish such advisory committees as it deems 
necessary for the purpose of advising the Commission on any and all matters 
pertaining to the management of low-level radioactive waste. 


g. the Commission may appoint or contract for and compensate such 
limited staff necessary to carry out its duties and functions. The staff shall 
serve at the Commission’s pleasure irrespective of the civil service, personnel 
or other merit laws of any of the party states or the federal government and 
shall be compensated from funds of the Commission. In selecting the staff, the 
Commission shall assure that the staff has adequate experience and formal 
training to carry out such functions as may be assigned to it by the Commis- 
sion. If the Commission has a headquarters it shall be in a party state. 


h. Funding for the Commission shall be provided as follows: 


1. each eligible state, upon becoming a party state, shall pay $25,000 to 
the Commission which shall be used for costs of the Commission’s services. 


2. each state hosting a regional disposal facility shall annually levy 
special fees or surcharges on all users of such facility, based upon the volume 
of wastes disposed of at such facilities, the total of which: 
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(a) shall be sufficient to cover the annual budget of the Commission; and 


(b) shall represent the financial commitments of all party states to the 
Commission; and 


(c) shall be paid to the Commission, provided, however, that each host 
state collecting such fees or surcharges may retain a portion of the collection 
sufficient to cover its administrative costs of collection, and that the remain- 
der be sufficient only to cover the approved annual budgets of the Commis- 
sion. 


3. The Commission shall set and approve its first annual budget as soon 
as practicable after its initial meeting. Host states for disposal facilities shall 
begin imposition of the special fees and surcharges provided for in this section 
as soon as practicable after becoming party states, and shall remit to the 
Commission funds resulting from collection of such special fees and sur- 
charges within 60 days of their receipt. 


i. the Commission shall keep accurate accounts of all receipts and dis- 
bursements. An independent certified public accountant shall annually 
audit all receipts and disbursements of Commission funds, and submit an 
audit report to the Commission. Such audit report shall be made a part of the 
annual report of the Commission required by Article IV e. 3. 


j. The Commission may accept for any of its purposes and functions any 
and all donations, grants of money, equipment, supplies, materials and 
services (conditional or otherwise) from any state or the United States or any 
subdivision or agency thereof, or interstate agency, or from any institution, 
person, firm or corporation, and may receive, utilize and dispose of the same. 
The nature, amount and condition, if any, attendant upon any donation or 
grant accepted pursuant to this paragraph together with the identity of the 
donor, grantor or lendor, shall be detailed in the annual report of the Com- 
mission. 


k. The Commission shall not be responsible for any costs associated with 
(1) the creation of any facility; (2) the operation of any facility, (3) the 
stabilization and closure of any facility, (4) the post-closure observation, and 
maintenance of any facility, or (5) the extended institutional control, after 
post-closure observation and maintenance of any facility. 


1. Asof January 1, 1986 the management of wastes at regional facilities 
is restricted to wastes generated within the region, and to wastes generated 
within non-party states when authorized by the Commission pursuant to 
Article IV e. 9. 


m. 1. Except or otherwise provided herein, nothing in this compact 
shall be construed to alter the incidence of liability of any kind for any act, 
omission, course of conduct, or on account of any casual or other relation- 
ships. Generators, transporters of wastes, owners and operators of sites shall 
be liable for their acts, omissions, conduct, or relationships in accordance 
with all laws relating thereto. 


2. The Commission herein established is a legal entity separate and 
distinct from the party states and shall be so liable for its actions. Liabilities 
of the Commission shall not be deemed liabilities of the party states. Mem- 
bers of the Commission shall not be personally liable for actions taken by 
them in their official capacity. 


“Article V. Development and Operation of Facilities 
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“a. Any party state whichis the host state for a regional facility shall not 
be designated by the Compact Commission as a host state for an additional 
regional facility. 


b. A host state desiring to close a regional facility located within its 
borders may do so only after notifying the Commission in writing of its 
intention to do so and the reasons therefore. Such notification shall be given 
to the Commission at least four years prior to the intended date of closure. A 
host state is not prevented from closing its facility for the health and safety of 
citizens. 


c. Each party state designated as a host for a regional facility shall take 
appropriate steps to ensure that an application for a license to construct and 
operate a facility of the designated type is filed with and issued by the 
appropriate authority. 


d. No party state shall have any form of arbitrary prohibition on the 
treatment, storage or disposal of low-level radioactive waste within its bor- 
ders. 


“Article VI. Other Laws and Regulations 
“a. Nothing in this compact shall be construed to: 


1. abrogate or limit the applicability of any of Congress or diminish or 
otherwise impair the jurisidiction of any federal agency expressly conferred 
thereon by the Congress; 


2. make inapplicable to any person or circumstance any other law of a 
party state which is not inconsistent with this compact; 


3. make unlawful the continued development and operation of any facil- 
ity already licensed for development or operation on the date this compact 
becomes effective, except that any such facility shall comply with Article III, 
Article IV and Article V and shall be subject to any action lawfully taken 
pursuant thereto; 


4. prohibit any storage or treatment of waste by the generator on itsown 
premises; 


5. affect any judicial proceeding pending on the effective date of this 
compact. 


6. alter the relations between, and the respective internal respon- 
sibilities of, the government of a party state and its subdivisions; and 


7. affect the generation, treatment, storage or disposal of waste gener- 
ated by the atomic energy defense activities of the Secretary of the U.S. 
Department of Energy or Federal research and development activities as 
defined in P.L. 96-573; 


8. affect the rights and powers of any party state and its political sub- 
divisions to regulate and license any facility within its borders or to affect the 
rights and powers of any party state and its political subdivisions to tax or 
impose fees on the waste managed at any facility within its borders. 


b. No party state shall pass any law or adopt any regulation which is 
inconsistent with this compact, without jeopardizing its membership status. 


c. No law or regulation of a party state or of any subdivision or instru- 
mentality thereof may be applied so as to restrict or make more inconvenient 
access to any regional facility by the generators of another party state than 
for the generators of the state where the facility is situated. 
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d. Restrictions of waste management at regional facilities pursuant to 
Article IV 1. shall be enforceable as a matter of state law. 


“Article VII. Eligible Parties, Withdrawal, Revocation, Entry Into 
Force, Termination 


“a. This compact shall have as initially eligible parties the States of 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Tennessee. 


b. Any state not expressly declared eligible to become a party state to 
this compact in section a. of this article may petition the Commission, once 
constituted, to be declared eligible. The Commission may establish such 
conditions as it deems necessary and appropriate to be met by a state wishing 
to become eligible to become a party state to this compact pursuant to the 
provisions of this section. Upon satisfactorily meeting such conditions and 
upon the affirmative vote of two-thirds of the Commission, including the 
affirmative vote of both representatives of the host states in which any 
affected regional facility is located, the petitioning state shall be eligible to 
become a party state to this compact and may become a party state in the 
same manner as those states declared eligible in section a. of this article. 


c. Each state eligible to become a party state to this compact shall be 
declared a party state upon enactment of this compact into law by the state 
and upon payment of the fees required by Article IV (h)(1). The Commission 
shall be the sole judge of the qualifications of the party states and of its 
members and of their compliance with the conditions and requirements of 
this compact and the laws of the party states relating to the enactment of this 
compact. 


d. 1. The first three states eligible to become party states to this com- 
pact which enact this compact into law and appropriate the fees required by 
Article IV h. 1. shall immediately, upon the appointment of their Commis- 
sion members, constitute themselves as the Southeast Low-Level Radioac- 
tive Waste Commission, shall cause legislation to be introduced in the Con- 
gress which grants the consent of the Congress to this compact, and shall do 
those things necessary to organize the Commission and implement the provi- 
sions of this compact. 


2. All succeeding states eligible to become party states to this compact 
pres declared party states pursuant to the provisions of section c. of this 
article. 


3. The consent of the Congress shall be required for full implementation 
of this compact. The Congress may by law withdraw its consent only every 
five years. 


e. No state which holds membership in any other regional compact for 
the management of low-level radioactive waste may be considered by the 
Compact Commission for eligible state status or party state status. 


f. Any party state which fails to comply with the provisions of this 
compact or to fulfill the obligations incurred by becoming a party state to this 
compact may be subject to sanctions by the Commission, including suspen- 
sion of its rights under this compact, and revocation of its status as a party 
state. Any sanction shall be imposed only upon the affirmative vote of at least 
two-thirds of the Commission members. Revocation of party state status 
shall take effect one year from the date of the meeting at which the Commis- 
sion approves the resolution imposing such sanction. Rights and obligations 
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incurred by being declared a party state to this compact shall continue until 
the effective date of the sacntion imposed or as provided in the resolution of 
the Commission imposing the sanction. 


The Commission shall, as soon as practicable after the meeting at which 
a resolution revoking status as a party state is approved, provide written 
notice of the action along with a copy of the resolution to the governors, the 
presidents of the senates, and the speakers of the houses of representatives of 
the party states, as well as chairmen of the appropriate committees of the 
Congress. 


g. Any part state may withdraw from this compact by enacting a law 
repealing the compact, provided that if a regional facility is located within 
such state, such regional facility shall remain available to the region for four 
years after the date the Commission receives notification in writing from the 
governor of such party state of the recission of the compact. The Commission, 
upon receipt of the notification, shall, as soon as practicable, provide copies of 
such notification to the governors, the presidents of the senates, and the 
speakers of the houses of representatives of the party states, as well as the 
chairmen of the appropriate committees of the Congress. 


h. This compact may be terminated only by the affirmative action of the 
Congress or by the recission of all laws enacting the compact in each party 
states. 


“Article VIII. Severability and Construction 


“The provisions of this compact shall be severable and if any phrase, 
clause, sentence or provision of this compact is declared to be contrary to the 
Constitution of any participating state or of the United States or the applica- 
bility thereof to any government, agency, person or circumstance is held 
invalid, the validity of the remainder of this compact and the applicability 
thereof to any government, agency, person or circumstance shall not be 
affected thereby. If any provision of this compact shall be held contrary to the 
Constitution of any state participating therein, the compact shall remain in 
full force and effect as to the state affected as to all severable matters. The 
provisions of this compact shall be liberally construed to give effect to the 
purposes thereof. 


“Article IX. Penalties 


“a. Each party state, consistently with its own law, shall prescribe and 
enforce penalties against any person not an official of another state for 
violation of any pravision of this compact. 


b. Each party state acknowledges that the receipt by a host state of 
waste packaged or transported in violation of applicable laws and regulations 
can result in imposition of sanctions by the host state which may include 
suspension or revocation of the violator’s right of access to the facility in the 
host state. 


Section 2. The Director of the Division of Radiological Health and the 
Director of the Department of Energy shall serve as members of the South- 
east Interstate Low-Level Radioactive Waste Commission. As directors of 
departments or agencies of this state, they may designate a subordinate 
officer or employee of their department or agency to serve in his stead as 
permitted by Article IV (a) of the compact. 


Section 3. The Department of Energy may accept gifts or grants of title 
to real property for establishing a low-level radioactive waste disposal site. 
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Further, upon the determination by the Governor of the existence of a need 
for a site by Alabama citizens within the next five years, the Department of 
Energy may acquire title to real property by purchase, condemnation, or 
otherwise for the establishment of a low-level radioactive waste site. Such 
need may include designation of the State of Alabama as a host state for a 
low-level radioactive treatment, storage or disposal site by the Southeast 
Low-Level Radioactive Waste Commission. 


Section 4. a. The Alabama Department of Energy is authorized to 
operate a treatment, storage or disposal site for low-level radioactive wastes 
pursuant to any license issued by the Radiation Control Agency. 


The Alabama Department of Energy is authorized to charge each user of 
any licensed site within the state that users proportionate share of the costs 
for handling of the wastes. These costs shall be paid on the basis of a fee per 
volume of wastes received at each site. Such fee shall be paid to the Depart- 
ment of Energy and may include, but not be limited to costs of: 


1. operating fund (as hereinafter provided for), including: labor and 
equipment, liability insurance, contingency costs, licensing and inspection 
fees of the Radiation Control Agency for operation of the site; 


2. perpetual cost fund costs (as hereinafter provided for); 

3. operating fund (as hereinafter provided for); 

4. state and county royalty fees (as hereinafter provided for); and 

5. fees due for the Southeast Low-Level Radioactive Waste Commission. 


If the Department should collect more funds than costs, it may reduce the 
charges for the next year. The Department of Energy may not conduct any 
operations except in compliance with Title 22, Chapter 14, Code of Alabama. 


b. The Alabama Department of Energy may lease and/or contract with 
any qualified person to operate and dispose of low-level radioactive wastes on 
land owned by the Department of Energy and, if appropriate, using equip- 
ment owned by the Alabama Department of Energy. Any lease and/or con- 
tract shall provide for the payment of the Alabama Department of Energy for 
at least the following: State and county royalty fees as hereinafter provided 
for, and a perpetual care fund hereinafter provided for. Further, the lease or 
contract shall provide for payment or establishment of the following: all 
licensing and inspection fees due the Radiation Control Agency, a faithful 
performance bond in the amount of $2,000,000 to assure that adequate funds 
are available to close the site should the operator prematurely cease ac- 
tivities, 10 cents per cubic foot for the Alabama Department of Energy’s 
administrative costs, a surety bond, liability insurance, and any fees due to 
the Southeast Low-Level Radioactive Waste Commission. No contract and/or 
lease shall authorize the disposal of radioactive material until a license 
authorizing such is issued by the Radiation Control Agency to the 
contractor-leasor. Any contract or lease shall require the contractor-leasor to 
comply with the requirements of Title 22, Chapter 14, Code of Alabama. 


Section 5. (a) There is hereby created a Radiation Safety Fund into 
which the State Treasurer shall deposit the licensing, application, and in- 
spection fee of the Radiation Control Agency. The Radiation Control Agency 
is authorized to collect for deposit into the Radiation Safety Fund application, 
licensing and inspection fees equal to 75% of those fees charged by the U.S. 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission for issuing similar licenses. This authority 
applies only to the specific licenses issued by the Radiation Control Agency. 
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The funds available in the Radiation Safety Funds are appropriated to the 
State Health Department for the purposes of Title 22, Chapter 14, Code of 
Alabama. The moneys in this fund may be carried over from one fiscal year to 
the next provided that any unencumbered funds in excess of $100,000 on 
September 30 of each year shall revert to the State of Alabama general fund. 


b. The Alabama Department of Energy is authorized to collect fees 
which cover at least the costs listed in Section 4, a, of this act. The revenue 
generated from these funds shall be disbursed by the Alabama Department of 
Energy in a perpetual care fund, an operating fund, a compact commission 
fund and for royalty fees as described herein. The proportion of the fee 
required for the first year of operation costs and/or the perpetual care fund 
costs shall be based on projections obtained from existing facilities. Charges 
in the following years shall be based on costs for previous years of in-state 
operation. In the event that the Alabama Department of Energy contracts or 
leases the disposal site operations, the contractor-leasor shall pay such fees 
by the 15th of the following month. Further, the contractor-leaser shall post 
with the Alabama Department of Energy a surety bond of $200,000 to assure 
proper accounting of these funds. 


1. A percentage shall be deposited with the State Treasurer in a Low- 
Level Radioactive Waste Perpetual Care Fund, the interest of which shall be 
used by the Alabama Department of Energy to pay the costs of monitoring 
and maintaining sites for at least 100 years after closure. The amount of this 
cost shall be based on projections from existing facilities such as the 
Barnwell, South Carolina facility. The State Treasurer shall deposit or invest 
these funds in banks, U.S. Treasury bills or other equivalent, the interest 
from such investments to be reinvested in this account. Upon certification by 
the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, and the Speaker of the House, of need 
related to low-level radioactive waste disposal, portions of the principal may 
be expended as necessary to protect the public health and safety. 


2. A percentage shall be deposited with the State Treasurer in a Low- 
Level Radiactive Waste Operating Fund, to be used by the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Energy in assuring safe operation of any Aispecal site, including 
administration of sites operated by contractors or leasors. The amount of this 
cost in the first year shall be based on projections from the currently operat- 
ing facilities. In the future years the charges will be based on costs for actual 
in-state operation in past years. The moneys in this fund may be carried over 
from one fiscal year to the next provided that all unencumbered funds in 
excess of $300,000 on September 30 of each year shall revert to the State of 
Alabama general fund. In the event of determination by Governor of the 
existence of need of a low-level radioactive waste site in Alabama, the 
Alabama Legislature may appropriate funds to the Alabama Department of 
Energy which may be necessary for site selection, purchase and development. 


3. A percentage shall be deposited with the State Treasurer in the 
Southeast Low-Level Radioactive Waste Compact Commission Fund. This 
fund shall be used by the Alabama Department of Energy to pay Alabama’s 
porportionate share of the annual budget of the Commission as provided in 
Section 1, Article IV, h 2 and 3 of this act. The moneys in this fund may be 
carried over from one fiscal year to the next provided that any unencumbered 
funds in excess of $50,000 on September 30 of each year shall revert to the 
Low-Level Radioactive Waste Operating Fund. 


4. Royalty fees shall be collected by the Alabama Department of Energy 
on each cubic foot of waste handled at the state sites. Ten cents per cubic foot 
shall be paid into the State of Alabama General Fund and up to five cents per 
cubic foot shall be paid to the county in which the site is located. 
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c. There is hereby appropriated from the general fund $25,000 to the 
Southeast Low-Level Radioactive Waste Commission upon confirmation 
that Alabama is a party state as defined in the compact. 


Section 6. The Radiation Control Agency may delegate to other agencies 
by Memorandum of Understanding all or part of their authority to stop, 
inspect, and enforce radiation safety regulations relating to the transport of 
low-level radioactive wastes. 


Section 7. All departments, agencies and officers of this state and its 
political subdivisions are hereby authorized to cooperate with the Southeast 
Interstate Low-Level Radioactive Waste Commission in the furtherance of 
any of its activities pursuant to the Compact. 


Section 8. Penalties. 


a. The Radiation Control Agency shall issue an Order prohibiting the 
use of sources of ionizing radiation by any person who receives, possesses, 
uses, or services a source of ionizing radiation for a fee is required pursuant to 
Section 5 of this Act and fails to pay the fee within 45 days of being informed 
the fee is due. 


b. In addition to the Order provided for in Subsection (a) of this section, 
the Radiation Control Agency, without further notice, may impound or seize 
any source of ionizing radiation and any shielding required for safe handlin 
for which an Order prohibiting its use has been issued pursuant to sai 
Subsection (a). The person owing the fee required by this Act shall also be 
required to pay any actual costs incurred by the Radiation Control Agency in 
the removal and storage of the impounded or seized source of ionizing radia- 
tion. 


c. Upon payment of any required fees, penalties, removal, court and/or 
storage costs any order prohibiting the use of the source of ionizing radiation 
or impoundment or seizure issued or executed pursuant to Subsections (a) 
and (b) of this Section shall be voided and the source of ionizing radiation 
shall be released to the licensee at the place where the source is being held by 
the Radiation Control Agency or Court. The Radiation Control Agency shall 
not be liable for damages to any source of ionizing radiation and any as- 
sociated shielding and equipment. 


d. One year after seizing or impounding a source of ionizing radiation 
any associated shielding and equipment, the Radiation Control Agency may 
release the equipment to the Director of the Department of Finance for public 
auction as surplus equipment. The revenue derived shall be paid into the 
Radiation Safety Fund up to that amount specified in Subsection (c) of this 
Section, and any additional revenues shall be paid (1) to the person owning 
the source or ionizing radiation, or (2) to the person owing the fee. The 
Radiation Control Agency may limit the bidders on the equipment to those 
persons who are registered or licensed to possess the equipment. 


e. In addition, a fine not to exceed $5,000 may be imposed by a court of 
competent jurisdiction on any person who violates this Act. 


Section 9. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the Act 
is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 10. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 
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Section 11. The provisions of this Act shall become effective at such 
time as three of the party states to the Southeast Interstate Low-Level 
Radioactive Waste Compact approve substantially the same compact as pro- 
vided for in this Act and the Congress of the United States consents to the 
Compact.

Section 1. The provisions of the Act shall apply only to Mobile County, 
the Mobile Board of Schoo] Commissioners, and all full-time employees of the 
Board as defined. 


Section 2. Full time employees, hereinafter referred to as employees, 
of the Board of School Commissioners, hereinafter referred to as the Board, 
shall be defined as all teachers and support employees working six or more 
hours a day, and bus drivers. 


Section 3. This Act specifically excludes employees in job areas whose 
salary for the 1981-82 school year was equal to or greater than $32,000 per 
annum. 


Section 4. Prior to setting the school budget for 1982-83, and budgets 
thereafter, the Board shall receive estimates from the County Tax Assessor 
and County Tax Collector on expected revenue from the 1982-83 ad valorem 
taxes and shall be repeated for years thereafter. Data shall be provided as to 
that portion which is derived from the reappraisal of property, hereinafter 
referred to as reappraisal funds. 


Section 5. The Board shall be required to use all reappraisal funds 
received during any given fiscal year in the manner set out in this Act for the 
1982-83 budget and in budgets thereafter. 
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Section 6. The first $5 million of reappraisal funds shall be used by the 
Board, at their discretion for the repair, renovation, and/or construction of 
facilities owned and operated by the Board, excluding administrative 
acilities. 


Section 7. All reappraisal funds received in excess of the first $5 mil- 
lion shall be used by the Board to provide employee benefits toward the cost of 
insurance premiums. Such premiums shall include, but not be limited to, 
hospital-medical coverage, supplementary (hospital indemnity) insurance, 
dental insurance, and disability insurance. 


Section 8. Each employee shall receive a maximum benefit not to 
exceed $600 premium payment supplement as outlined under Section 7. 
Should funds not be available for the maximum benefit, each employee shall 
receive a pro rata share of the reappraisal funds as set forth in Section 7. 


Section 9. At his or her discretion, each employee shall choose which 
insurance premiums or combination thereof shall apply. 


Section 10. Inthe event an employee shall not choose to use any or all 
of the funding set forward in Sections 7 and 8, said employee may use that 
portion as added salary provided that said employee be responsible for deduc- 
tions accrued for federal, state, and local taxes, their portion of Social Secu- 
rity and their portion of retirement payments. 


Section 11. Should reappraisal funds in excess of $5 million be avail- 
able in an amount greater than $600 per employee, the Board shall have the 
discretion to provide additional financial assistance toward insurance pre- 
mium benefits and/or salary adjustments as outlined in Section 12. 


Section 12. In the event that further appropriations or Acts of the 
State cover insurance premiums or benefits set forth in Section 7, the Board 
shall be required to adjust employee salary schedules in all classifications so 
as to approach or exceed recognized national salary averages in said classifi- 
cations. 


Section 13. The provisions of the Act are severable. In any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains.

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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 16-60-110, Code of Alabama 1975 is amended as 
follows: 


For purposes of this article the following words and phrases shall have 
the respective meaning ascribed to them by this section: 


(1) BOARD. The state board of education. 


(2) JUNIOR COLLEGE. An educational institution offering instruction 
in the arts and sciences on the level of difficulty of the first two years above 
high school level. 


(3) STATE. The state of Alabama. 


(4) TRADE SCHOOL. An educational institution offering instruction 
primarily in useful trades, occupations or vocational skills. 


(5) ATHENS STATE COLLEGE. An educational institution offering 
instruction on the level of difficulty of the third and fourth years above the 
high school level. Wherever used herein, the phrase ‘junior colleges and trade 
schools’ shall be understood to include Athens State College. 


Section 2. Section 16-60-111, Code of Alabama is hereby repealed. 


Section 3. The authority and responsibility for the operation, man- 
agement, control, supervision, maintenance, regulation, improvement, and 
enlatgement of each of the junior colleges and trade schools shall be vested in 
the Alabama State Board of Education, subject to the provisions of this Act. 


Section 4. For the sole purpose of assisting the Board in carrying out 
its authority and responsibility for each of the junior colleges and trade 
schools, the Board shall have the authority to appoint a chancellor. The 
chancellor shall serve at the pleasure of the Board and perform such duties as 
assigned by the Board; provided, however, that the Board may enter into a 
contract with the Chancellor for his services for a period not to exceed four 
years. The Chancellor shall be a person of good moral character with 
academic and professional education equivalent to graduation from a recog- 
nized university or college, who is knowledgable in post secondary institution 
administration. 


Section 5. Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary, the 
Board shall have the authority to establish the salary of the State Superin- 
tendent of Education and the Chancellor. The Board may also provide for 
expense allowances to be paid to the State Superintendent of Education and 
the Chancellor in whatever amounts and for whatever purposes deemed 
necessary and appropriate by the Board. Such salary and expense allowances 
shall be paid in installments from the annual appropriation made to the 
Board or the State Department of Educatioa. 


Section 6. The State Board of Educatiom, upon recommendation of the 
Chancellor, shall be authorized to 


a. Make rules and regulations for the government of each of junior 
college and trade school. 


b. Prescribe for the junior colleges and tritde schools the courses of study 
to be offered and the conditions for granting certificates or diplomas. 


c. Appoint the president of each junior college and trade school, each 
president to serve at the pleasure of the Board.

e. Prescribe qualifications for faculty and establish a salary schedule 
and tenure requirements for faculty at each junior college and trade school. 


f. Accept gifts, donations, devises and bequests of money and real and 
personal property for the benefit of the junior colleges and trade schools or 
any one of them. 


g. Disseminate information concerning and promote interest in the 
junior colleges and trade schools among the citizens of Alabama. 


Section 7. The president of each junior college and trade school shall 
appoint the faculty and the staff of each junior college and trade school 
according to the qualifications prescribed by the Board and such other regu- 
ane which may be adopted by the Board in accordance with Section 6 of 
this Act. 


Section 8. The Chancellor shall serve as the channel of communica- 
tion to the State Board of Education concerning matters involving the junior 
colleges and trade schools. The Chancellor shall 


a. Execute and enforce the rules and regulations of the State Board of 
Education governing the junior colleges and trade schools. 


b. Interpret the rules and regulations of the Board concerning the junior 
colleges and trade schools. 


c. Administer the Office of the Chancellor and appoint to positions of 
employment such professional, clerical, and other assistants, including spe- 
cialist and consultants, on a full or part-time basis as may be needed to assist 
the Chancellor in performing the duties of the Office of Chancellor. The 
number of employees, their compensation and all other expenditures of the 
office of the Chancellor shall be within the limits of a budget for the Office of 
Chancellor which shall be approved by the Board. The Chancellor and all 
employees of the Office of the Chancellor shall not be subject to or governed 
by the provisions of the State Merit System Law but shall be entitled to all 
benefits accruing to Merit System employees including the right to accumu- 
late leave and participation in the Teachers’ Retirement System under the 
same terms and conditions as employees of the State Department of Educa- 
tion. 


d. Have the authority to take any and all actions necessary and proper to 
assist the Board in carrying out its responsibility for the management and 
operation of the junior colleges and trade schools. 


Section 9. Except where otherwise clearly indicated herein the Board 
may delegate to the Chancellor, subject to rules and regulations adopted by 
the Board, authority for the Chancellor to act and make decisions concerning 
the management and operation of the junior colleges and trade schools. The 
president of each junior college and trade school shall be responsible to the 
Chancellor for the day-to-day operation of each school. 


Section 10. Subject to approval of the State Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, the Chancellor, upon request, may be provided assistance from the staff 
of the State Department of Education concerning matters affecting the junior 
colleges and trade schools. The State Superintendent of Education and the 
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Chancellor shall coordinate the education programs of the public schools and 
junior colleges and trade schools in such manner as they deem appropriate for 
the proper operation of all programs. 


Section 11. Section 16-60-112 is amended as follows: 


Nothing contained in Sections section 16-60-110 or any provision of this 
Act and 16-60-111 shall not be construed as repealing any provision of the 
Alabama Trade School and Junior College Authority Act, sections 16-60-80 
through 16-60-96, or the provisions of sections 16-5-1 through 16-5-14 relat- 
ing to the Alabama Commission On Higher Education. 


Section 12. Section 16-60-1138, Code of Alabama, 1975 is amended as 
follows: 


Any junior college or trade school shall have authority during any fiscal 
year upon the approval of the state superintendent of education Chancellor to 
borrow money in anticipation of the current revenues for that fiscal year and 
to pledge the current revenues for said fiscal year for payment of such loan or 
loans if funds on hand are not sufficient to pay the salaries of teachers for any 
given month; provided, that any amount borrowed shall not exceed one 
month’s allotment and shall not exceed the amount of the state appropriation 
minus the amount disbursed from said school’s annual allotment. 


Section 13. Any other law to the contrary notwithstanding, this Act 
shall be construed to require that all actions of the State Board of Education 
concerning the junior colleges and trade schools which previously have re- 
quired the recommendation of the State Superintendent of Education shall 
now require the recommendation of the Chancellor; provided, however that 
this Act shall not be construed as removing the State Superintendent of 
Education from membership on any board, commission, authority or other 
agency on which the Superintendent now serves. 


Section 14. Upon this Bill becoming law, the Board and the State 
Superintendent shall be authorized to take all administrative action, includ- 
ing transfer of funds appropriated to the State Board for administration of the 
junior college and trade school program, necessary to carry out the intent and 
purpose of this Act. 


Section 15. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of this 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 16. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming law.

H. 165. (With Amendments): To further regulate the sale of alcoholic 
beverages and to raise revenue by levying an exclusive statewide local 
privilege or excise tax on every person licensed under the provisions of Title 
28, Article 3A, Code of Alabama 1975, who sells, stores or receives for the 
purpose of distribution, beer; to provide for the collection and distribution of

Each record, with the successful bid indicated thereon and with the reasons 
for the award if not awarded to the lowest bidder shall, after award of the 
order or contract, be open to public inspection. 


“(c) The purchasing agent in the purchase of or contract for personal 
property or contractual services shall give preference, provided there is no 
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sacrifice or loss in price or quality, to commodities produced in Alabama or 
sold by Alabama persons, firms or corporations. 


“(d) Contracts for the purchase of personal property or contractual ser- 
vices shall be let for periods not greater than one year. 


“(e) Contracts for the purchase of services for receiving, processing, and 
paying claims for services rendered recipients of the Alabama Medicaid 
Program authorized under section 22-6-7 which are required to be competi- 
tively bid may be awarded to the bidder whose proposal is most advantageous 
to the state, taking into consideration cost factors, program suitability fac- 
tors (technical factors) including understanding of program requirements, 
management plan, excellence of program design, key personnel, corporate or 
company resources and designated location, and other factors including 
financial condition and capability of the bidder, corporate experience and 
past performance and priority of the business to insure the contract awarded 
is the best for the purposes required. Each of these criteria shall be given 
relative weight value as designated in the invitation to bid, with price 
retaining the most significant weight. Responsiveness to the bid shall be 
scored for each designated criteria.

sary or desirable for the corporate purposes of such authority; to provide that 
the publication of a notice of the adoption of a resolution authorizing the 
issuance of securities by any such authority will establish a limited period 
after such publication within which must be commenced any action or pro- 
ceeding questioning the validity of such securities or any instrument secur- 
ing the same; to empower such authority to engage in anticompetitive ac- 
tivities within the contemplation of state and federal antitrust laws; to 
authorize such authority to make expenditures that would be considered 
ordinary and necessary expenses of such authority under state income tax 
law, subject to certain exceptions; to authorize investment by certain per- 
sons, corporations and political subdivisions in the securities of such author- 
ity; to exempt each such authority and the property, income, securities and

bers of the board of directors thereof, from certain laws pertaining to competi-

provides, to exercise the same power of eminent domain as that appertaining 
to its authorizing subdivision or subdivisions, subject to certain exceptions; to 

authorize the designation of such authority as the agent of a county for 
certain public health purposes; to apply to such authority certain provisions 

of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, pertaining to tort claims and

health care facilities and other property owned by them; to specify the effect 
of such conveyance on certain permits then held by such corporations, agen- 
cies, authorities or bodies; to provide that such authority and the directors, 
officers and employees thereor shall not be subject to the provisions of Chap- 
ter 25 of Title 36 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended; to provide that, in 
the event of any transfer of a health care facility to any such authority, 
certain taxes, tax proceeds or other revenues shall thereafter be paid to such 
authority, subject to certain restrictions; to provide for the disposition of the

of such reincorporations; and to provide that any law requiring attachment of 
fiscal notes to certain bills shall not apply to this act.

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capacity to manage at least some of their financial resources and/or meet at 
least some of the essential requirements for their physical health or safety 
without the appointment of a limited guardian. 


c. The provisions of this Title relating to the term “person of unsound 
mind” shall also apply to the term “partially disabled person”, where appro- 
priate. 


Section 2. Section 26-2-45, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 26-2-45.a. If the jury finds by their verdict that the facts 
alleged in the petition are true and that such person is of unsound mind, the 
court shall enter a decree accordingly, and must cause the petition and all the 
proceedings thereon to be recorded and appoint a suitable guardian of such 
person. 


b. Ifthe jury find by their verdict that such person is a partially disabled 
person and that the facts alleged in the petition are otherwise true, the court 
shall enter a decree accordingly, and must cause the petition and all the 
proceedings thereon to be recorded and in the exercise of its judicial discre- 
tion, appoint a “limited guardian” of such person. The powers, duties and 
liabilities of the limited guardian shall be limited by the court to matters 
within the arcas of the disabilities of the nartially disabled person which 
have been determined by the jury. The partially disabled person for whom a 
limited guardian has been appointed shall retain all legal and civil rights 
which have not been granted eH the court to the limited guardian.” 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of this 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Section 36-26-15 of the Code of Alabama 1975 relating to the 
state merit system so as to further provide for the veteran’s preference. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 36-26-15 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“§ 36-26-15. 


“(a) The director shall conduct tests to establish employment registers 
for the various classes of positions in the classified service. The tests shall 
take into consideration elements of character, reputation, education, ap- 
titude, experience, knowiedge, skill, personaliiy, physical fitiess and other 
pertinent matters and may be written or oral or any other demonstration of 
fitness as the director may determine. For a promotion test, the qualifications 
shall include the requirement that an applicant be employed in a position in 
such class and for such length of time, as the director shall specify, subject to 
the rules. Public notice of the time, place and general scope of every test shall 
be given. The director, with the approval of the board, shall determine the 
qualifications for admission to any test. Admission to tests shall be open to all 
persons who appear to possess the required qualifications and may be law- 
fully appointed to a position in the class for which a list is to be established, 
and no fee shall be charged therefor. The director may, however, reject the 
application of any person for admission to a test or may strike the name of any 
person from a list or refuse to certify the name of any person on a list for a 
position ifhe finds that such person lacks any of the required qualifications or 
is physically unfit to perform effectively the duties of the position in which he 
seeks employment or is addicted to the habitual excessive use of drugs or 
intoxicating liquor or has been convicted of a crime involving moral tur- 
ee or guilty of any notoriously disgraceful conduct or has been dismissed 
rom a public service for delinquency or has made a false statement of a 
material fact or practiced or attempted to practice any fraud or deception in 
his application or test or in attempting to secure appointment. 


“(b) As used in this subsection the following words shall have the follow- 
ing meaning: 


(1) “Veteran. A person who (A) served on active duty for a period of 
more than 180 days any part of which was performed during one of the 
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following periods: (1) World War II—December 7, 1941 through December 
31, 1946, (2) Korean Conflict—June 27, 1950 through January 31, 1955. (3) 
Vietnam Era—August 5, 1964 through May 7, 1975, and was discharged or 
released therefrom under honorable conditions, or (B) was discharged or 
released from active duty because of a service—connected disability. 


“The term ‘active duty’ (or active military, naval, or air service’) means 
full-time duty in the Armed Forces, other than duty for training in the 
reserves or National Guard. 


(2) “Disabled Veteran. An exservice person entitled to compensation 
under laws administered by the United States Veterans Administration for a 
service-connected disability. 


“Any member of the reserves or National Guard, who dies or is disabled 
from a disease or injury incurred or aggravated in the line of duty during any 
period of duty or training, including authorized travel, shall be considered a 
‘disabled veteran.’ 


(3) “Eligible Spouse (for Veteran’s Preference). An applicant who is the 
unremarried spouse of (1) any person who died of a service-connected disabil- 
ity, or (2) any member of the Armed Forces serving on active duty who, at the 
time of application, is listed by the United States Department of Defense in 
one or more of the following categories and has been so listed for a total of 
more than 90 days: missing in action, captured in line of duty by a hostile 
force or forcibly detained or interned in line of duty by a foreign government 
or power, or (3) any person who has a total disability permanent in nature 
resulting from a service connected disability, or the unremarried spouse of a 
veteran who died while a disability so evaluated was in existence, or (4) the 
unremarried spouse of an active duty military service person who shall have 
died in the line of duty or (5) the unremarried spouse of a deceased veteran. 


“All persons who have been honorably discharged from the army, navy, 
air force, marine corps or coast guard who have ever served in the armed 
forces of the United States at any time Any person who isa veteran as defined 
in this subsection shall have five points added to any earned ratings in 
examination for entrance to the classified service. All persons who have ever 
served in the armed forces of the United States at any time and who have 
been honorably discharged and who established by official records of the 
United States the present existence of a service connected disability and 
because of disability are entitled to pension, compensation or disability 
allowance under existing laws and widows of such persons who shall have 
died in line of duty during any such period and widows of such persons who 
shall have been honorably discharged from the army, navy, air force, marine 
corps or coast guard who, because of service connected disability are not 
themselves qualified but whose wives are qualified Any person who is a 
disabled veteran or an eligible spouse as defined in this subsection shall have 
10 points added to any earned ratings. In entering upon registers the names 
of preference claimants entitled to five additional points, they will take the 
place to which their ratings are reached. The name of a veteran with the 
augmented rating is entered ahead of the name of a nonveteran when their 
ratings are the same. The names of persons entitled to a 10-point preference, 
however, will be placed ahead of all others on the register with the same 
rating (ahead of veterans entitled to a five-point preference and nonveterans) 
and shall be then certified in the order of their augmented ratings. An 
appointing officer who passes over a veteran eligible and selects a nonveteran 
with the same or lower rating shall file with the director the reasons for so 
doing, which reasons will become a part of the veteran’s record but will not be 
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made available to anyone other than the veteran himself, except in the 
discretion of the appointing officer. When reductions are being made in any 
part of the classified service, persons entitled to military preference in ap- 
pointment shall be the last to be discharged or dropped or reduced in rank or 
salary if their record is good or if their efficiency rating is equal to that of any 
employee in competition with them who is retained in the service in their 
department. 


(c) The board shall, in establishing and administering standards of 
personnel qualifications, pay plans and tests both for personnel now in place 
as well as that later employed, cooperate with and avail itself fully of the 
advice and assistance of tha ¢ appointing authorities involved and of the 
federal government in those departments administered in whole or in part 
with federal funds. 


Section2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Any application not receiving action by the board in the 
specified time shall be considered approved. The board shall act with all 
reasonable speed in reviewing the application consistent with protecting the 
public health and the environment.

“(9) Existing facilities and sites shall be granted a permit variance 
subsequent to sufficient evidence being presented at a hearing to assure that 
the facility is, or will be within a reasonable period of time, in compliance 
with the rules and regulations, guidelines, criteria and standards promul- 
gated by the board.

Rep. Minus offered a substitute to the bill, H.341 as amended, and 
temporarily postponed further consideration of the bill, H. 341 as amended 
and with pending amendment.

H. 100. (With Substitute): To specifically prohibit the manufacture, 
distribution, possession, advertisement and sale to minors of “look alike” or 
imitation controlled substances; to establish definitions and penalties; to 
provide for seizure and forfeiture of such substances.

(2) Statements made to the recipient that the substance may be resold 
for an inordinate profit. 


(3) Whether the substance is packaged in a manner normally used for 
illicit controlled substances. 


(4) Evasive tactics or actions utilized by the owner or person in control of 
this substance to avoid detection by law enforcement authorities. 


(5) Prior convictions, if any, of an owner or anyone in control of the 
substance, under state or Federal law related to controlled substances or 
fraud. 


(6) The proximity of the substances to controlled substances. 


c. The term “distribute” means the actual, constructive or attempted 
transfer, delivery, or dispensing to another of an imitation controlled sub- 
stance. 


d. The term “manufacture” means the production, preparation com- 
pounding, processing, encapsulating, packaging, or repackaging, labeling or 
relabeling of an imitation controlled substance. 


Section 3. Offenses and Penalties 


a. Manufacture or distribution—It is unlawful for any person to man- 
ufacture, distribute, or process with intent to distribute or sell an imitation 
controlled substance. Any person who violates this section shall be guilty ofa 
Class A misdemeanor under the Alabama Criminal Code as amended. 


b. Distribution to a minor—Any person 18 years of age or older who 
violates Section 3a by distributing or selling an imitation controlled sub- 
stance to a person under 18 years of age shall be guilty of a Class C felony 
under the Alabama Criminal Code as amended. 


c. Possession—It is unlawful for any person to use or possess with intent 
to use, an imitation controlled substance. Any person who violates this 
Section shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor under the Criminal Code as 
amended.

“(a) Whenever the board determines that any person is in violation of 
any requirement or standard under this chapter or rules and regulations 
ited hereunder the board shall give written notice to such party of such 
violation. 


“(b) if such violation extends beyond the thirtieth day after notification 
by the board, the board may issue an order requiring compliance within a 
specified time period, or, in cases where imminent danger to public health 
and safety is demonstrated, suspend operations causing such danger until 
the board determines that adequate steps are being taken to correct such 
violations; or the board may commence a civil action in the circuit court in the 
county in which such alleged violation occurred, for appropriate relief, in- 
cluding temporary or permanent mandatory or prohibitive injunctive relief. 


“(c) Without regard to the 30-day waiting period in subsection (b) of this 
section, in cases of imminent danger or irreparable damage to public health 
or safety, the board at any time prior to the expiration of the thirtieth day 
after notification of violation, may commence in immediate civil action in the 
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circuit court in the county in which such alleged violation occurred, for 
appropriate relief, including temporary or permanent mandatory or prohibi- 
tive injunction relief. 


“(d) Any order issued under this section shall state the nature of the 
violation and the time period within which compliance is required. The 
amount of any civil monetary penalty sought shall be determined by the 
board on the basis of the seriousness of the violation, and whether any good 
faith efforts were or are being made to comply with the applicable require- 
ments or standards. If a person fails to take the corrective action required 
within the time specified in an order issued pursuant to subsection (b) of this 
section he shall be liable for civil monetary penalties of not more than 
$25,000.00 each day for the violation complained of in such order. The board 
may adopt such assessment procedures as may be promulgated or approved 
by the United States Environmental Protection Agency or other such federal 
agencies, and the board may suspend or revoke any permit issued to the 
violator.

The court shall 
sustain the board’s finding of violation and assessment of civil penalty if such 
action is supported by fair preponderance of the evidence. 


“(g) The board is hereby authorized and empowered to compromise and 
settle any penalty under this section in such amount, which in the discretion 
of the board may appear appropriate and equitable, to a maximum of 90 
percent of the penalty when within one year of such other period as the board 
may deem reasonable the person takes action to eliminate or correct such 
violation to the satisfaction of the board. 


“(h) For the purposes of developing or assisting in the development of 
any regulation or enforcing the provisions of this chapter, duly designated 
officers or employees of the board are authorized to enter, at reasonable 
times, any establishment or other place maintained by any person where 
hazardous wastes are generated, stored, created treated or disposed of. Each 
such inspection shall be commenced and completed with reasonable prompt- 
ness. If the officer or employee obtains any samples prior to leaving the 
premises, such officer or employee shall give to the owner, operator or agent 
in charge a receipt describing the sample obtained and, if requested, a portion 
of each such sample equal in volume or weight to the portion obtained. If any 
analysis is made of such sample, a copy of the results of such analysis shall be 
furnished promptly to the owner, operator or agent in charge. Any records, 
reports or information obtained from any person under this section shall be 
subject to the provisions of sections 22-30-9 concerning trade secrets. 


“q) Any person who with criminal negligence: 


“(1) Transports any hazardous waste listed under this chapter to a 
facility which does not have a permit under section 22-38-12; 
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“(2) Treats, stores, for more than 90 days, or disposes of any hazardous 
waste listed under this chapter without having obtained a permit therefor 
under this chapter; 


“(3) Through his handling of any hazardous waste waste allows such 
waste to contaminate groundwater without having obtained a permit there- 
for under this chapter; or, if permitted, violates the conditions of such permit 
or 


“(4) Makes any false statement or representation in any application, 
label, manifest, record, report, permit or other document filed, maintained 
our used for purposes of compliance with this chapter shall, be subject to a 
penalty of not more than $25,000.00 for each day of violation; which penalty 
may be recovered in a civil action in circuit court. After such person shall 
have once been adjudicated to have violated any provision of this subsection

“(2) Treats, stores for more than 90 days or disposes of any hazardous 
waste listed under this chapter without having obtained a permit therefor 
under this chapter; provided, however, that any generator of a hazardous 
waste listed under this chapter who stores such waste on-site for 90 days or 
less shall not be in violation of this subsection; 


“(3) Through his handling of any hazardous waste allows such waste to 
contaminate groundwater without having obtained a permit therefor under 
this chapter; or, if permitted, violates the conditions of such permit or 


“(4) Makes any false statement or representation in any application, 
label, manifest, record, report, permit or other document filed, maintained or 
used for purposes of compliance with this chapter shall, upon conviction, be 
subject to a fine of not more than $25,000.00 for each day of violation, or to 
imprisonment not to exceed ten years, or both. If the conviction is for a 
violation committed after a first conviction of such person, under this chap- 
ter, punishment shall be a fine of not more than $50,000.00 per day of 
violation, or by imprisonment of not more than twenty years, or by both.”

The records and proceedings of any such com- 
mittees shall be confidential and shall be used by such committee and the 
members thereof only in the exercise of the proper functions of the committee 
and shall not be public records nor be available for court subpoena or for 
discovery proceedings. Nothing contained herein shall apply to records made 
in the regular course of business by a hospital, dentist, dental auxiliary

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To prohibit the possession or sale of certain brass or steel teflon-coated 
handgun ammunition; to provide exemptions; and to prescribe penalties for 
violations. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Except as provided in Section 2 hereof, the possession or sale 
of brass or steel teflon-coated handgun ammunition is illegal anywhere 
within the State of Alabama. The possession or sale of said ammunition or 
any ammunition of like kind designed to penetrate bullet-proof vests, shall be 
unlawful and punishable as herein provided. 


Section 2. The provisions of this act shall not apply to state or local law 
enforcement officers; nor shall it apply to the possession or sale of teflon- 
coated lead or brass ammunition designed to expand upon contact. 


Section 8. Any person who while armed with a firearm in the commis- 
sion or attempted commission of any felony, has in his or her immediate 
possession, teflon-coated ammunition for such firearm, upon conviction of 
such felony or attempted felony, in addition and consecutive to the punish- 
ment prescribed for said felony or attempted felony, shall be punished by the 
imposition of an additional term of three years in the penitentiary. 


Section 4. Any person violating the provisions of this act shall be guilty 
of a Cy C felony as defined by Title 13A-5-3, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 6. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act 
is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 7. This act shall become effective within sixty days after its 
passage and approval by the Governor.
